The statement in the Amsterdam 
dispatch that the German Emperor 
has surrendered his constitutional 
right to conclude peace is the first 
news to this effeet to reach this 
country. The Associated Press dis- 
pateh which carried the Thursday 
announcement to which the Amsater- 
dam dispatch refers merely stated 
that the Emperor had delegated 
Count von Hertling, the Chancellor, 
to act ag his representative in peace 
negotiations with Russia. There 
was no intimation either of any 
definite surrender of his constitu- 
tional power by the Emperor, nor 
did the announcement indicate that 
the Chancellor's authority had been 
extended to the conclusion of a gen- 
eral peace. 

The Amsterdam dispatch indi- 
cated that the Emperor's surrender 
was due to fear of the war power 
of the United States.

TIMES, Dec. 29.—Replying to 
the German peace manevver, 
the French Foreign Minister made a 
straightforward declaration 
of French war aims. France, he ex- 
iplained, sought only the evacuation 
of her occupied districts, the iudem- 
nification of her citizens for wanton 
injury and the return of A‘sace- 
Lorraine. Beyond this, France, for 
herself, sought nothing, although 
she stood with President Wilson in 
irsisting on guarantees against «a 
new war in a league of nations. 
These are the French war aims. 
They ask for France nothing but her 
own-—that taken three years and a 
half ago, and that taken forty-six 
years ago, in each case with the 
game defiance of justice, right; and 
humanity. If Germany is to hola 
Metz, she might as well hold Lille; 
her claim to Cambrai is as’ gvod in 
right as her claim to Strassburg. 
Now, what are we Americans to 
feel and to say in the presence of 
this statement of French war aime’ 
For forty-one months France has 
stood in the breach—offered her 
body to the storm of barbarism. 
More than three million and a half 
Frenchmen—half the men of the 
military age and capacity, have been 
killed, wounded or captured. While 
Britain waa unready France won the 
Marne and held Verdun. Her cun» 
and her equipment are now being 
lent to us, unready, too, and French

PERSHING’S VIEW 
ON TEMPERANCE 


Commander Explains Recent 
Order to Troops. 


Aims to Conform with French 


Heavy Snowfall Strikes the 
American Oversea Camp. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. FP. 
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Dec. 28.——Gen. Persh- 
ing in an interview with correspon- 
dents today said the question of pro- 
hibiting the sale of all intoxicating 
liquors to American troops which he 
favors, is being discussed with the 
French government. He expiained 


of all intoxicants except light wine 
and beer and the conditions prevaii- 
ing in France which caused it to be 
drawn as it was. 
“The question of prohibiting the 
sale of all intoxicants to American 
troops is under discussion with -the 
French ‘government,” said Gen. 
Pershing, “but of course, there are 
difficulties here in France that do 
not exist in the United States. The 
general order issued December 18 
was a long step toward the preven- 
tion of drinking among our men. 
“It was not by any means in- 
tended to convey an injunction’to the 
America troops to drink light wine 
and beer, but quite the reverse It 
was drawn to conform to French 
regulations on the subject. 
STRONG DRINK BARRED. 
“Tt was only that light wine and 
beer would be permitted and pro- 
hibited the purchase of and accep- 
tance of gifts of whisky, brandy, 
champagne or similar beverages. It 
ordered that all drinking places 
where such articles are sold be for- 
bidden American soldiers. It is the 
same regulation made in France by 
the British army and by the French. 
“Although I am heartily in favor 
of prohibition for the American ex- 
peditionary force, the situation in 
France and the United States is not 
the same. Comparatively few French 
people drink water as we do; they 
drink wine instead. This is partly 
because the French water supply is 
not as sure as ours. French wine is 
light and much less intoxicating than 
is generally supposed. An intoxicated 
Frenchman is a rare sight indeed. 
French beer also ie by no means 
strong. The French government is- 
sues to its soldiers a regular wine: 
ration. Obviously there are ob- 
stacles to forbidding wine shops in 
the zone of the army to do business 
at all, which practically is what the 
French would have to do. Local sen- 
timent will play a tlarge part in 
the determination of the questions. 
“The same order which forbade 
soldiers taking strong drink, con- 
tained the most rigid regulations to 
prevent the spread of the soctal dis- 
eases. The two questions are con- 
nected closely. Thus far the record 
of the army th both respects har 
been most excellent. It is highty 
gratifying to me and is a testimonial 
to the high character of the Ameri- 
can soldier. Everything possible t« 
being done to protect his morals and 
his health and to make him an honor 
to himeelf and his countrymen.” 
HEAVY FALL OF SNOW.

( arriving in Camp Kearny I have 

been much interested in . ob- 
serving the results of Uncle Sam's 
“man factory,” than which the army 
is nothing more nor less. 

It tends to bring out everything 
that is good in a man. If the army 
| basses you up as a bad job there 
| tena’ much hope. If there is any- 
|} thing worth while in a human be- 
| ing. army life, as conducted in this 
country, will bring it out, 

We have seen human  <derelicts 
converted into splendid specimens. 
Possibly these were exceptions, but 
all of them will come out a bit bet- 
ter, barring those misadventures and 
hazards of life which strape the des- 
tinies of thoee both tnside and out- 
side of the army. 

The improvement and develop- 
ment of the soldier is well rounded, 
and he is affected in the four great 
essentials -—— physically, mentally, 
morally and spiritually. In none of 
these is he likely to emerge from 
the army worse than when he went 
in, whie he certainly wit! be found 
improved in some of them. 

These four essentials may be best 
considered herein separately, and 
what follows ie the result of actual 
obeervation. 

The general impression of army 
life is dead wrong—at least under 
present conditions. 

CONSCIENCE HELPS, 

Just how a man being trained for 
the business of killing can gain spir- 
itual strength in his vocation may 
not be entirely clear. But affer all 
what is the spirit unless it is that 
astral yet very definite thing which 
manifests itself through the con- 
science, gives those promptings for 
which no one can account, and 
points to higher things. Anyone who 
Absolutely obeys the dictates of hi« 
conscience cannot go wrong. Did 
you ever meet « slacker with a clear 
conscience—who could stand up and 
face his fellow-men unflinchingly7 
When the conecience ceases to op- 
erate it means that the spirit has be- 
come discouraged and quit on the 
job. Killing is admittedly a horri- 


ble and hideous business. But there 
are two kinds. Killing wantonly, 
and killing to protect the weak. 


Killing even a rattlesnake ie a nasty 
job, but it has to be done. 
(germany started the war because 


she is without conscience. 
This country ts in the war be- 
cause it has a conecience. (‘on- 


science unfailingly points the way 
to duty. Its voice cannot be mis- 
understood. Where would this coun- 
try be but for conscience? It would 
have no Woodrow Wilson, but a 
Kaiser; no army, save to plunder 
and despoil. What is it that prompts 
a man to interfere when he sees a 
teamster abusing a horse unneces- 
sarily, plunge into the water to res- 
cue a drowning person or throw 
himeelf on some man gone sudden- 
Ivy mad with a lust for murder? 
What, except con- 
science, has prompted millions of 
men not only here but in Pngland, 
France and Belgium, to offer their 
lives in defense of the weak and de- 
fensclees”’ All men do not enter 
the army willingly, but once § in, 
their conscience ceases to ask them 
embarassing questions. They are at 
peace with themselves and can hold 
up their heads——they are spiritually 
exalted, although they may not rec- 


ognize it by that name. Then there 
is another angle to it. 
BECOME PHILOSOPHERS. 


Men who go out to face death be- 
come sobered, and reflect often for 
the first time on the possibility of 
future life. The unbeliever, the 
thoughtless, the social tion and the 
bar fly of yesterday find themselves 
unconsciously driftiag into the phi- 
losophy of futurity ew religion. I 
have seen men down here reading 
their Bibles who a few months ago 
had never seen the inside of the 
book. In modern warfare men may 
go into battle cursing through sheer 
tension, but don't ever think that 
the» haven't breathed a _ silent 
prayer.

Security League Urges that 
Cities Oreeni 


to Aid Hoover. 


Would Also Assist Local 


A pian to supplement the work 


jot the Federal and State food ad- 


ministrators by the creation of citi- 
zens’ consumers’ unions in all the 
cities of the country has been an- 
nounced by the National Security 

e in a statement of purposes, 
copies of which have been received 
in Los Angeles. 

The league states that its officials 
are so impressed with the serious- 
neaz of the matter of organizing for 
food control that they have decided 
to bring to bear upon it the weight 
of the influence of ite menibership 
of over 100,000, divided among 28690 
branches in every part of the land. 

The league's statement points out 
that Food Administrater Heover has 
jurisdiction only over such retailers 
of foodstuffs as do a business in ez~- 
ceas of $100,000 a year, and that 
this fact leaves unexposed to any 
central control the vast majority of 
the immediate sources of food to the 
people. The league believes that the 
widespread organization of consum- 
ers’ unions, composed in large part 
of housewives, would create a much- 
needed supervision and check, and 
be of material assistance, not only 
to Mr. Hoover, but also to.the many 
local food administrations which are 
being created throughout the coun- 
try. 

PATRIOTIC NECESSITY. 

The league has sent the tollowing 

letter to the chairmen of ali its 


these consumers’ unions, and sug- 
gesting the methods to be used: 

“One of the greatest patriotic 
necessities of the times is to feed 
not only our allies, but our own peo- 
ple. Mr. Hoover's Food Adminis- 
tration is endeavoring to regulate 
prices, but there is no law which 
enables him to regulate the retafl- 
ers, except where they do business 
in excess of $100,000 per annum. 


ence proves, that in many instances 
advantage is being taken of this, 
and, in spite of the Food Admints- 
tratton’s regulations, the ultimate 
consumer is paying exhorbitant 
prices, to the unmerited profit of 
the retailer. 

“We suggest the formetion of 
consumers unions to 
through publicity and public opin- 
ion, to bring about fairer conditions, 
and we Write this letter to you te 
urge you to start an organization in 
your community. 

NO DUES ARE ASKED. 


“The firet requirement, of course, 
is members, and to that end a com- 
mittee should be formed to obtain 
members. Inasmuch “as” the ex- 
penses need be very slight. we think 
it would be better net to exact mem- 
bership dues, ‘All members should 
be invited to report to the central

“If this appeals to you, kindly 
communicate with suggestions.” 

The Security League, which took 
the lead immediately upon the dec- 
laration of war against Germany in 
the formation of home defense 
leagues throughout the country, has 
also taken steps to utilize its organ- 
ization as a means of carrying out 
its plan, recently announced, of con- 
ducting a nonpolitical effert in all 
the States of the Union in behalf of 
candidates for public office who are 
committed to the suppert of the ag~- 
gressive and efficient prosecution of 
the war. Declaring the necessity of 
the combination of all loyal ferces 
and the wiping out of old political 
lines in the face of the present ecrt- 
sis, the league has written the chair- 
men of ite 280 branches requesting 
them to give active consideration to 
this matter at once. 

The, active supervision of these 
two newly-announced efforts of the 
Security League will be in the hands 
of O. T. Keep, chairman of the Ru- 
therford (N. J.) Dranch of the 
league. Mr. Keep, who ts one of 
the leading volunteer workers at 
league headquarter#in this city,-con- 
ducted the Home Defense League 
organization work last spring.

COL. HOUSE ABOUNDS IN FACTS, 
BUT FEW PERSONS KNOW THEM. 


itinerant Persona! 


ASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—There 
is a mythical Col. House and 


a magical Col. House. Both 


are attractive but non-existent, not- 
withstanding the prodigality of 
words out of which they have been 
created. 

“I neither confirm nor deny any- 
thing that is ever said of me,” the 
genuine colonel remarked on one oc- 
casion. This benevolent license on 
his part makes it delightfully easy, 
and safe as well, for writing gentle- 
fen to print many fine examples of 
their talents for construction and 
analysis. 

Nationally Col. House can be 
called a new discovery. He emerged 
silentiy and abruptly from the dusk 
of localism into the sunlight of. gen- 
eral publicity after Woodrow Wil- 
son became President. He appeared 
and disappeared, today at the White 
House, tomorrow somewhere else; 
and reporters and politicians began 
to make inquiries. 

They were told that he resided in 
Texas. Accosted and urged for par- 
ticularse, the wisest of men from that 
interesting and robust region would 
reply: “Col. House? Oh, yes; we 
know him well—not intimately, you 
understand, but—why, everyone in 
Texas knows Col.-House. He is a 
lendid and a very powerful man. 
as elected at least three of our 
Governors and several of our Sena- 
tore and lives in--in-—elther Austin 
or Houston, or maybe Dallas. His 
business? Probably he was a lawyer 
years ago. Just now, however, ac- 
cording to reports from home, he !s 
traveling.” 

WHY HE'S A COLONEL 

When the colonel, caught In per- 
son while leaving the Executive 
Mansion by the front door, was 
questioned politely or impertinently, 
he would smile and pass on. Always 
he stmniled and always passed on. And 
80 two colonels, one mythical and the 
other magical, were coined in the 
ready mints of newspaper and mag- 
azine imagination. 
But there is a real Col. House, of 
course, as he prefers to be called, « 
real Mr. House. There is no Col, 
House in Texas, so far as is known. 
Years ago a Governor, grateful to 
hie creator and desiring to identify 
him openly, asked Edward Mandell 
House, a mute private in the ranks, 
to accept a place on his military staff. 
The promotion was declined with 
thanks. But the offered title en- 
dured, to the annoyance of fits un- 
willing bearer, it is said; and is now 
a permanent fixture—built into the 
structure, it might be stated-——both 
at home and in foreign lands. 

“Great geniuses have the shortest 
biographies.” Emerson points ont. 
“Their cousinge can tell you nothing 
about them." Nor have they auto- 
biographies, if they refuse to write 
them. The facts, however, are there. 
Often, as with Col. House, who may 
or may not be a great genius, the 
facts are concealed by reticence, 
through modesty or for a purpose. 

FIRST TEXAS HOUSE. 

That there is efficacy in mystery fs 

shown in the preecriptions written 
by a physician. Chaik becomes creta, 
sugar saccharum, and so on, and the 
patient, baffled by a lingo he does 
not understand, gets well. No man 
can say that Col. House adopted 
mystery as one of the items of his 
policy. He has said, however, that 
publicity may be injurfous, not to 
the pon but to the task that he 
has in hand. 
Little, so far, that is definite has 
been published about Col. House. 
But he abounds in facts. And facts 
can be added into a sum total o 
elements. They begin, as Emerson 
would say, with his ancestors. In 
this article, containing metals found 
after considerable research, they be- 
gin no further back than Thomas 
William House, the father of Ed- 
ward Mandell. To know him, pos- 
sibly, is in part to know his son. 

He was an Englishman and came 
to this country about 1830. Remain- 
ing in New York for seven years-—-@ 
clerk, perhaps, which is no more 
than a guess——he emigrated to Texas, 
settling In the village of Houston, 
which had been founded only twelve 
months before. 

From 1837 until 1880 Thomas W. 
House was a merchant. HKetween 
those vears many stirring and his- 
toric. events occurred. There was 
service, for example, with the troops 
of Gen. Edward Burilesen, who pro- 
tected the frontier from attack by 
Indians and Mexicans. 

Burleson in 1841 was elected vice- 
president of the Republic of Texas, 
but at the outbreak of the war with 
Mexico enlisted in the army of the 
United States as a private. The 
friendship of two pioneer familles, 
begun on the battlefield, has con- 
tinued to the present ang explains

University, having prepared for col- 
lege at Hopkins grammar school in 
New Haven, Ct.

Edward WM. to return to Texas, 
where, late in the summer, he was 
married. He was 23 years old. The 
estate was large, and the business 
well organized. Thomas, the elder 
brother, was a competeht manager 
and a forceful character. 

Edward M. House migh: have be- 
come a merchant, manufacturer or 
banker, but he seemed to have little 
taste for selling and buying er for 
lending money. Besides, Thomas, 
much older than himeelf, was now 
the head of the family. 

Seldom is there room for more 
than one master. And so Edward 
M. House, his fortune ample, his 
plantations in capital hands, jeisure- 
ly of manner, serene in his mental 
processes, Asliking drudgery, look- 
ing upon applause as small drink for 
mig men, -secking {ndependence and 
determined to enjoy it, turned to 
something else, and that something 
else was politics.

neighbors, thie house has been as 
the proverbial white elephant on the 
hands of its owner, Dr. James Por- 
ter Mills of New York, London and 
Los Angeles. 

A short time ago Dr. Mille de- 
cided to see if he could make his 
white elephant get up and go to 
work. He gave a free hand to Irv- 
architect and builder, 
with the result that thie old resi- 
dence has been trinsformed intd a 
set of seven apartments so entirely 
distinctive that, although ali t fur- 
niture is not yet in, tenants are wait- 
ing—not to choose, but to be chosen. 

Practically no change was made 
in the original framework save in 
tHe elimination of all superfluous 
Cetailse and ornamentation. The 
foundation was strengthened and 
house stripped down to its 
structura! fundamentals, and the en- 
tire exterior sheathed in cement 
from ground to roof peak. 

The windew grouping wae not 
changed, but was simplified by do- 
ing away with wood frames and 
sills and substituting metal frames. 
a big pillared porch, with orna- 


mental ballustrade and a glassed-in 
section has given way to deck 


by a fragment of garden wall, 
through whose wide arch and a cor- 
responding arch on the opposite side 
of the house are vistas of a gar- 


n. 

The intense whiteness of the all- 
plaster exterior is at once, relieved 
and accentuated by the verdi-gris 
green of window casings and of cer- 
tain caps and cornices which are 
of the few remaining features of 
the old house, with a daring fash 
of persimmon red from the under 
surfaces of these cornices, which 
epreads by reflection to the white 
eurfaces of the plaster, 

The interior of these apartments 
is as revolutionary as exterior 
The house is the first on this Coast, 
and probably in the country, to 
giortfy to the fullest extent elec- 
tricity. The lighting is by indirect 
method, all ordinary fixtures being 
done away with. There are electric 
heaters, cook stoves and electric re- 
frigeration. There is not a chimney 
on the house, nor a gas meter un- 
der or in it, nor a coal bin or wood 
box, and hither the ice man cometh 
not. A central refrigerating plant, 
electrically operated, keeps all ice 
boxes at an exact temperature, and, 
if desired, freezes small cakes of ice 
in the box. 

All wood finish has been banished 
from the interior save doors and 
kitchen cupboards, All the old doors 
with panels and heavy molding have 
been remade into doors with sheer 
cementitious surfaces, and the old 
hardware has been enameled in 
eolor to harmonize with furnishings, 
all of which have been designed 
with special reference to the uncon- 
ventional interiors. Hard cement 
plaster walls, without picture moid- 
ings, chair rails, baseboards or door 
frames cementitious floors, 
stained, oiled and polished, All the 
gioom of dark, heavy woodwork of 


built has given way to a flood of 
sunlight and reflected color. 
equipped bathrooms, ample closet 
space and dressing-rooms that do 
net necessitate crawling behind a 
wall bed, give a sense of home com- 
fort rather than apartment-house 
makeshift.

in Canada or the desert wastes of | 
Arisona plains, and has actually 
prospered in-~beth, but as a matter 
of fact has certain requirements for 
maximum production which are al-' 
most ideaNy met in the ever-green 
brush hills. of Southern California. 
Here, on range unsuitable for any 
other domesticated animal, this lit- 
tle herbage scavenger keeps fine and 
fat the year around where properly 
herded, besides pitting out at the 
rate of an inch a month a growth 
of beautiful, silky hair, which ts fig- 
uring in the markets now at prices 
which are placing Angora income, 
animal for animal, as against sheep, 
with their expensively - produced 
wool, at alluringly attractive figures. 

The cost of production is very 
Small indeed as compared with any 
other livestock, even aside from the 
most important item, feed. The 
simplest of shelters with a roof and 
one wall built up against the winter 
rain storms is the only actual ex- 
penditure necessary for original 
equipment. A variety of feed, in- 
cluding numerous kinds of brush 
and weeds, with the greatest pos- 
sible freedom of range, is desirable 
for the best welfare of the Angora, 
and a good herder is absolutely es- 
sential in establishing a band on a 
new range. Of course, the best way 
in this business as in practically all 
others, is to.start In a small way and 


these seem, and as they are when 
once learned, they must be taught 
by experience as surely as the in- 
tricacies of managing a chicken 
ranch which have, ba their apparent 
absence, lured so many to fatal ex- 
periment. 
DISEASE-FREE. 


The health of the Angora is re- 
markable, disease being practically 
unknown. They are easily adjust- 
able to almost any climatic coridi- 
tion, with a prejudice, however, 
against too much water. In Ore- 
gon, where the industry has never- 
theless reached the dignity of a well- 
organized and prosperous business 
it is often necessary to take special 
precautions against foot rot. Ticks 
and most other pests avoid the An- 
gora, though an annual dipping for 
lice is advisable in most localities. 

Profits from Angoras are assured 
from many standpoints. Having 
been cheaply produced, their prod- 
ucts are readily marketed. That the

The “brushing off" value of goats 
im clearing land is one of their bet- 
ter-known advantages. They may be 
used in this way to prepare certain 
areas of brush lands for later cul- 
tivation, where the price of other 
methods of clearing is excessive, and 
at the same time fertilize the soil. 
However, where animals are kept so 
closely confined as to actually keep 
brush stripped until it is killed, they 
cannot remain in the best of condi- 
tion either to furnish meat or mo- 
hair. Their browsing habits are rov- 
ing by nature and to do their best 
they must have room to wander—a 
requirement which also maintains 
the brush, their natural browse, in 
the best of condition. 


NEW INDUSTRIES CREATED BY

The seedmen iu 
Los Angeles are now beginning to 
give the subject their attention, 
The castor bean plant grows with 
amazing vigor without trrigation or 
cultivation. Over-irrigated castor 
beans, in fact, do not produce the 
quantity of oil as those grown with 
little or no Irrigation. The only 


thing lacking to make the castor 
bean a popular crop has been the 
demand for the oil. 

Castor oll, of course, has been a 
staple product on the market be- 
yond the memory of living men, but 
until very recently there has been 
only a certain limited market easily 
supplied through a more or less 
fixed area of cultivation. Fifteen 
years ago; Los Angeles used tv 
manufacture castor oil in consider- 
able quantity, but the industry 
languished when the price declined 
tw a basis of only about 70 cents per 
gallon. Back and waste 
Places in the city are still marked 
by the remnants of this early inter- 
est In the castor bean. 

en came the war and the thou- 
sand-fold increased use of the air- 
plane. Castor ofl is favored above 
all other oils as a lubricant for the 
airplane. Today the United States 
government has picked up every 
available gallon of castor of] and it 
has ggme to around $3 per gallon. 
The British government has com- 
mandeered the entire supply of 
India and other sections where it 
has been extensively grown. Several 
new castor ofl mills have been esta b- 
lished in’ the United tee and 
some of the Southern States, it is 
announced, will plant extensively to 
castor beans the coming ‘season. 

A castor oll company at Fort 
Myers, Fia., has several hunderd 
acres planted to castor beans, and 
seed is being distributed to farmers 
in the neighborhood, The company 
is planning to plant 1000 acres more 
itself and provide an ontiet for 
farmers’ crops.

SUNFLOWER SEED. 


Sunflower seed oll may be success- 
fully used in painting as a substi- 
tute for linseed oil, according to a 
report made before @ recent conven- 
tion of the -National Paint, OU) and 
Varnish. Association, . held at Chi- 
cago. 


The report states that sunflower 
seed of] is $0 per cent. as valuable 
as linseed oll for paint .manufactur- 
ing and perhaps superior for 
varnish, as ite drying qualities are 
as zood, if not better, than these of 
linseed oil. Its production is un- 
doubtedly cheaper,, which ought 
go toward reducing thechigh cest of 
paint. 

GERANIUMS FOR PROFTR. 


A tweive-acre ptanting of rose 
gerantums at Nattonal- City has 
brought to light another industry 
for which the war 4s responsible. 
An. essential oil factory at that 
Point, started many years ako by 
John Becker and associates, has de- 
veloped many things of industrial 
value to Southern California. After 
successfully working many years on 
the by-products of citrus ffuit, Mr. 
Becker, who is a genius both as 
chemist and mechanic, has per- 
fected the handling of essential oils, 
from many hitherto wasted products 
of this région. 

Among these are geranium oil 
made from the leaves of the rose 
geranium, for a supply of which Mr. 
Recker. has recently caused the 
planting of a twWelve-acre field. It is 
believed that liberal quaftities of 
this product may be safely marketed 
and that the sandy soils of the 
Southern California coast will pro- 
duce the raw product very cheaply. 

OTHER VEGETABLE 

Other products made,.by Mr. 
Becker at National City are mustard 
seed oil; fennel oil, the soluble ex- 
tract of celery and almond oll from 
apricot and peach pits. 

The successful handling of Cali- 
fornala apricot pits, hag been a .de- 
cided achievement. For many years 
these pite were exported to Germany 
for ol] extraction. When the war 
started several commercial chemists 
began experiments upon them, but 
the Natiowal City plant has been the 
firet in the market with a supply of 
almond of] and other products from 
the apricot pits. Dr. &.M. Wood- 
bridge of San Bernardino ts making 
peach and other essential oils. 

Experiments tn these by-product 
plants indicate several new lines of 
commercial fleld crops for Southern 
California.

A contented 
specimen always “shows off’ to bet- 
ter gdvantage than a.“skeery” orf- 
nervous one. In selecting birds for 
competition, care should be exer- 
cised that they are free from dis- 
qualifications — those defects of a 
breed or variety that the “standard 
of perfection” penalizes to the ex- 
tent that they are disbarred entirely 
from consideration on the part of 
the judge. These being guarded 
against the next step is to see that 
the bird is as free from “cuts” or 
@iscounts as possible. Obviously no 
| bird is perfect, but the one least dé- 
fective is the bright particular star 
that shines with a blue ribbon. The 
most expeditious way to obviate 
these negative conditions is to know 
the standard and select your show- 
room specimens accordingly. If the 
novice or beginner feels that the 
task is hazardous, or is in doubt as 
to his ability, it will be the part of 
wisdom to call in an experienced 
breeder who is “up™in the points at 
iasue. 


In the dark-colored and parti-col- 
ored breeds something canbe ac- 
complished toward putting them on 
@ress parade by providing 
quarters. Coops with plenty of 
clean straw or pure sand for tbe 
birds to operate on do much to put 
the plumage in clean condition. But 
with white birds, washing is the 
enly thing and that, men and breth- 
ren, is not only some job, but an 
/art. Broadly speaking, to wash 
white birds calls for a warm room 
and plenty of warm water. Have 
two tubs, dipping the bird in one, 
rub good soap into the-feathers, ex- 
ercising care to rub with the feath- 
ers. Manipulate until the soap has 
loosened all the dirt and grease: 
then wipe the bird reasonably dry 
and dip into the tub of clean water 
to ringe out all the soap, then dry 
again and put into a warm, dry 
room. Some fanciers give a third 
dipping, the-last being in water to 
which has been added a little in- 
digo dissolved to clear the color. 
When finished the bird is apt to 
look a trifle bedraggled, but when it 
preens its feathers, it will soon iron 
out and present a fine appearance. 
Do not remove the birds from the 
room until perfectly dry, then place 
in coops with plenty of clean and 
pure straw. Dip a bit of flannel in 
sweet oll, then eprinkle with a little 
emery dust and polish the beak and 
shanks. Just before entering the 
birds In the show wash the face and 
comb with a solution of two parts 
of sweet oil to one of alcohol. Dur- 
ing all these operations care must 
be exercised not to break any of the 
larger feathers in wings and tall. 
If injured, the smalier feathers can 
be removed without injury: it is al- 
so allowable to remove off-colored 
feathers provided it does not cause 
a blemish of sufficient magnitude to 
|, penalize the bird too severely.

If it is feasible 
to advertise parkaged breakfast 
foods Into popularity, why is it not 
equally feasible to increase the con- 
sumption of hen fruit( the greatest 
breakfast food on God's green earth) 
by a campaign of publicity along 
educational lines? How many peo- 
ple are cognizant of and appreciate 
the great nutritive value of really 
fresh eggs? How many housekeep- 
ers are sufficiently informed on the 
chemistry of foods to know the sus- 
taining power of a dozen eggs? If 
they really did, would not the con- 
sumption of poultry products be 
greatly increased at enhanced prices? 
To give the question serious thought 
is to suggest a remedy, which is 
turn, if backed by a robust initiative, 
will bring action on the part of those 
wee ate making more or less noise in 
the ranks of the American poultry 
assoctation and its affiliated branches 
in the several States.

The Leghorna on free range gave 
a considerably greater exe ‘yield 
than those confined to a fair-sised 


yard. This difference was leas 
— in the general-purpose 
ens, 


Sprouted oats fed as green feed 
to hens confined to yards cost about 
10 cents per hen a year and 1 cert 
per dozen eggs, not including any 
charges for labor and equipment. 
The hens ate on an average in one 
year about 1.3 pounds of oyster shell 
and 0.7 of a pound of grit, which 
together cost about 1 cent per hen. 
The Leghorns did not lay as well 
in the winter as the general-pur- 
pose breeds, especially during their 
second year, but produced eggs 
about 3 cents per dozen cheaper 
during their first year, 6.4 cents 
cheaper in their second year and 
9.8 cents cheaper in their third year 
than the general-purpose breeds. 
One pen of Leghorn pullets pro- 
duced eggs in their first year at a 
feed cost of 6.7 cents per dezen, 
while the value of the eggs per hen 
for the year was $3.41 over cost of 
feed. 

The average weight of a dozen 
eges from the general-purpose fowls 
during their pullet year was 1.53 
pounds, 1.60 during their second 
year and 1.63 during their third lay- 
ing year. The eggs from the Leg- 
horns averaged 1.45 pounds during 
their pullet year and 1.49 during 
their second and third years. 

The egg production of the gen- 
eral-purpose fowls decreased 32 per 
cent. in their second laying year. 
The decrease was considerably less 
in the Leghorns, their two-year av- 
erage egg production exceeding that 
of the general-purpose reeds by 
nineteen eges. The decrease in pro- 
duction from the second to the third 
year was only 4 per cent. with the 
Leghorns, compared with 13 per 
cent. In the general-purpose breeds. 

The cheapest eggs are produced 
in the spring, during April, May and 
June, while the greatest costs occur 
in October, November and Decem- 
ber. The lowest monthly feed cost 
of a dozen eggs in any of these ex- 
periments was 4 cents, while in some 
cases no eggs at all were produced

Starting in the spring with 176 
hens, the Smiths have sold eges all 
summer and raised and sold 250 
| young chickens. They also have 
seventy-eight Belgian hares, a cow 
and two pigs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith have done 
practically all of the ranch work 
themselves and deciare|\that they 
were wever in better health To 
haul their tomatees to market the 
family motor car was converted inte 
a truck and the produce taken thus 
to Ontario canneries. Despite the 
fact that they are sharing the ground 
with other vegetation, the Smith 
lemon trees are forging patriotically 
ahead and will probably be in bear- 
ing by another year.

resistance to extreme and low hu- 
midity, are bearing normal crops of 
oranges. Further, it is the belief of 
these men that if these trees are 
found and buds from them propa- 
gated, the progenies of some of 
these trees will retain the resistant 
qualities of their parents. Such 
progenies would constitute the be- 
ginning of a valuable improved, re- 
sistant navel orange strain.” 


FULARE—Shortage of feed and 
cool weather are blamed for a slight 
falling off in the butter fat produc- 
tion of the Tulare district during the 
past month. Checks maliied to dairy- 
men for thelr November output to- 
taled $138,331.32, which is about 
$20,000 less than for October, which, 
however, was a new high record in 
the history of this district. Novem- 
ber for this year showed a large in- 
crease over Novemrber, 1916, 


REDLANDS—Returns from the 
various shipping organizations of 
the Redlands citrus district, includ- 
ing Bryn Mawr and Mentone, show 
that the shipments of citrus fruits 
the past year were the heaviest in 
the history of the industry here- 


abouts. There were about 5250 cars 
of oranges shipped and their total 
value in the eastern markets wae 
in the neighborh of $5,000,000. 
The season has closed a month later 
than usual as the Valencia oranges 
were many of them held and 
shipped for the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas trade, because of the 
shortage in navels. There will be 
few shipments of navels in the new 
crop made from this district before 
February, it is expected, and the 
crop is so ht that the shipments 
will mot be heavy then. The grow- 
ers who have eweet, seedling and 
Valenela trees have hedvy crops, 
and they will, it is believed, realize 
handsome returns from their fruit.

HOW THE SILO HAS PUT CORN 
| AMONG OUR PAYING CROPS. 


‘BY LILLIAN ©, FORD, 


HE question of how to produce 
the most feed for dairy cows 
and swine at the least cost is 

ome that directly or indirectly af- 
fects us all. The ranchers in the 
Vicinity of Baldwin Park have come 
as near to solving this problem as 
anyone. Corn is the medium; in- 
tensive cultivation with irrigation is 
the method; the silo is a more or 
less necessary adjunct. 

Many a rancher has learned that 
corn can be madd a paying crop in 
California, though there is, a some- 
what general belief to the contrary. 
On the ranches investigated by the 
writer, it was found that the late 
crop of corn, following some earlier 
crop, was the one looked to to pro- 
duce the heaviest yield—under fa- 


vorable conditiong two tons of 
shelled corn to the acre. 
This crop is planted 
whether early or liate, 
u 


in June, 
depending 
mn weather and otWer conditions. 
e ground is thoroughly and dep- 
ly plowed and irrigated before the 
corn its drilled in. The seed is plant- 

im rows, three or four inches 
apart, and is thinned later to from 
one to two feet apart. The distance 
corn should be grown apart is a 
question upon which no two ranchers 
agree. The rows are usually three 
feet apart. 

When the young corn ap an 
‘early shallow cultivation follows, 
which loosens the surface and dis- 
courages weeds. Uniess the sum- 
mer is an especially hot one, three 
or four trrigations, each followed 
by a cultivation, are sufficient. The 
rule is to keep the ground moist at 
any cost. Prof. Wickson tells of 
some corn grown in Orange county 
on which “the land was plowed four 
times, irrigated twice, hoed twice 
and cultivated and worked in a most 
thorough manner. In the whole proc- 
ess of raising the corn the grower 
went over the land no less than seix- 
teen times.” While this is an ex~- 
treme cage it Illustrates the secret of 
bumper corn production. 

WHERE CARE PAYS. 


Any experienced and successful 
grower of field corn in California 
_ will tell you that he can raise more 
cern from five acres thoroughly 
Plowed and cultivated and kept 
moist through proper trrigation than 
from ten acres on which cultivation 
fs scant and irrigation infrequent. 
On the Cummings ranch at Vista dei 
Valle splend™ success with corn 
was achieved last summer by tirri- 
gating in trenches once every week 
or ten days, and by following this 
by thorough and deep cultivation. 
Shallow cuitivation of corn ts often 
recommended on account of the 
Ganger* of cutting the roots with 
deep cultivation, but with rows three 
feet or more apart it has been dem- 
onstrated that deep cultivation un- 
@ after the corn is im tasse) gives 
best results in California. The corn 
& thinned to from one to two feet 


apart after it is twelve or fourteen 
inches high. The young . plants 
make excellent forage. 

Corn planted about the middle of 
June is ripe in September. hile 
the ripened stalks are inferior to 
those cut in the green, they are, 
nevertheless, of value for fodder. 
From an acre of corn which has 
been given the best of care, from 
one and one-half to two tons of 
shelled corn is frequently harvested. 
The best corn growers all agree that 
there is no reason whatsoever why 
two tons of shelled corm should not 
be produced per acre, when the crop 
has received proper attention. 
Ranchers in Southern California 
received $4 a hundred, or $80 a ton, 
for first-grade corn this year, which 
makes the returns from one crop 
of corn, when two tons are pro- 
duced per acre, $160, in addition to 
the fodder. 


But this crop planted in June 


preceded by one of cowpeas, used 
for pasturage, and then plowed un- 
der, or by potatoes, ensilage corn 
or other crop. The plan of putting 
in an early crop of corn to be cut 
for fodder or ensilage and follow- 


definite advantages. One is that the 
late crop of corn is much more 
liable to damage by the corn worm 
than is one planted in March or 
April. When the spring corn is 
cut just as the corn is forming and 
the tassels are beginning to droop, 
the damage from the corn worm is 
negligible. If the first crop is left 
to mature, the season is too short 
to mature the second and tlarger 
crop. 
CORN FOR ENSILAGE. 


Corn grown for ensilage can be 
made to produce truly astounding 
tonnage. It is a fact that from 
fifty to sixty tons of such corn has 
been produced repeatedly in South- 
ern California, though the average 
ls undoubtedly less than half of this. 
Ensilage corn is planted much cloas- 
er than that intended to mature. 
The rows are from one and a half 
to two feet apart and the stalks 
from eight to twelve inches apart in 
the rows. The corn is cut as soon 
as the kernels are glazed. Then it 
ie cut into pleces from one to four 
inches in length and put i the 
silo. Ranchers who have fo silo 
are using such corn for stock feed4d- 
ing, cutting it as needed. While 
the value of such fodder is inferior 
to ensileage, i has, nevertheless, a 
high feeding value. 

In general, a ton of ensilage is 
considered equivalent to from two 
to three tons of the best hay; there- 
fore, with a yield of from fifty to 
Sixty tons to the acre, land is pro- 
aGucing in One crop the equivalent of 
over twenty tons of hay.

land, the two-crop method of corn 
raising as herein outliried can be 
continued indefinitely. 

Varieties of corn giving best satis- 
faction are Hickery King, King 
Philip and Mexican June. The lat- 
ter is highly recommended by some 
growers for ensilage corn; it often 
reaches a height of from fifteen to 
twenty feet, though the grain pro- 
duction is not large. 


CAUSES WORRY, 


OXNARD—Lack of rain is causing 
some worry to Ventura county 
ranchers, But the general tone is 
optimistic. R. L. Churchill, manager 
of the California Lima Bean Grow- 
ers’ <Assotiation, said yesterday: 
“There is plenty of time yet for rain 
for beans. Lima beans are planted 


in April and May. If ordinary rains 


come in January, February or 
March, the bean crop will be all 
right. Of course, some of the farm- 


ers are beginning to speculate on 
conditions. One director of our as- 
sociation told me today that the lack 
of pasture from the dry weather 
was making the cattle weak in his 
section.” 

Most of the barley crop of Ven- 
tura has been planted. The seed is 
lying in the ground waiting for mois- 
ture to bring itt up. Wh rains in 
the next two months, the barley, 
grain and hay crop will be normal. 
“It is better for the barley,” said a 
Conejo rancher, “not to have an 
early rain followed by dry weather 
which withers the sprouts. late 
rains, followed by wet weather make 
the best growth.” 

Plowing is the onty farm work In 
progress now. The dry season has 
rendered plowing difficult. The 
ground breaks up in big clodsa, some 
of them nearly three feet long, half 
as wide and a foot thick. The wear 
on implements is severe. Plow | 
shares waste away in the hard 
ground, implements break and) 
horses give out. Most ranchers use 
tractors. The Janss Investment |

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HUGE SHIPMENTS OF CELERY 
GOING OUT OF EL MONTE. 


BY M. F. CUMMINGS. 


from the famous “damp lands” 

adjoining El Monte on the west 
have been enormous this nonth, and 
when the season closes it is probable 
that last year’s record of approxi- 
mately 200,000 crates will have been 
exceeded. The larger part of the 
crop is shipped in carioad lots to 
the eastern market, $00 carloads 
having been shipped during last sea- 
son. The celery used in Southern 
California is taken to Los Angeles in 
motor trucks or wagons. The ship- 
ping season extends from October 
to April. 

There are between 1200 and 15060 
acres of producing celery land in the 
El Monte district. The production 
avetages between 130 and 140 crates 
to the acre, making the grower's re- 
turn exceed $300 per acre. There ls 
no soil in the world better sulted to 
the production of the finest grade 
celery than the rich, black, boggy 
lands here used for that purpose. 
The ideal water conditions are an 
asset of inestimable value. 

The price this year to the grower 
is biger than in former years, and 
still better returns are expected 
through the co-operative marketing 
association recently organized. The 
estimated valve of this season's crop 
is placed at about $1,000,000. 

CALIFORNIA LEADS. 

More celery is shipped from Call- 
fornia than from any ether State in 
the Union, and fully one-half of the 
State's output is grown tn Los An- 
geles county, mostly in the El Monte 
district. 

Celery ig extremely susceptible to 
injury by frost and exposure, and 
the freedom from frost is ene of 
the factors that gives the BSouth-

other crops. California velery is 
taken directly from the ficid during 
the winter months and detivered in 
frost-proof cars to the East, while 
that grown in less favored climes 
has to be dug in the early fazil, 
stored in pits or cellars and removed 
as the market requires. This ad- 
Vantage enables California growers 
to compete in eastern markets with 
the ‘home-grown product and still 
make a good margin of profit. 
Celery plants are grown in spe- 
clally prepared seed beds. When 
the young plants are from three to 
four inches high the tops are clipped 
in order to encourage more vigorous 
root growth. A week or so later 


they are ready for transplanting in 
open field. 


That part of the crop destined for 


early fall marketing is set out In the 
field early in June. Planting con- 
tinues until) late in July. the last 
field planted maturing the crop in 
late winter or early spring. The 
young plants are placed a few inches 
apart in shaliow trenches about four 
feet apart. - There are about 20,000 
plants to the acre, and of these about 
12,000 usually come to maturity. 
Bleaching is accomplished by cul- 
tivation, in which the soil is banked 
against the plants. The celery is 
usually dug by machinery, which 
cuts off the roots and lifts the plants 
above the surface. Then they are 
gathered by hand, trimmed and tied 
in’ bunches and crated. While con- 
siderable labor is involved in matur- 
ing a crop of celery, the returns are 
comparatively certain and they are 
higher than for most field crops

The herd is in 
charge of a Swiss herder, who is 
well versed in goat lore.

BE use of hydro-electric power 

on the farms of the great 

Southwest is today one of the 
potent factors in the conservation 
of fuel, transportation and labor, in 
inereased crop production of all 
kinds, in the amelioration of coun- 
try life and in the increased pros- 
perity of hundreds of farming com- 
munities, 


Should all sources of electric en- 
ergy be suddenly shut off, quite 
a considerable part of the South- 
west's agriculture would be par- 
alyzed. Se intimately has it become 
identified with the development of 
vast areas of hitherto non-produc- 
tive lands, that its sudden elfmina- 
tion would reduce hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres practically to arid 
wastes, at best producing scant and 
vneertain pasturage precarious 
grain crops. Land valves in some 
places would decrease from hun- 
dreds of dollars to little or nothing 
per acre; meaning in the aggregate 
a loss to the nation’s agricultural 
wealth of hundreds of millions of 
dollars. Yet the use of hydro- 
electric power on the California 
farm is but in its infancy, its poasi- 
bilities barely guessed, its availiable 
sources of supply little appreciated 
by the average user and farmer. 

Ten years ago the use of the hy- 
droelectric plant was practically

His books will probably 
show the total cost of such specific 
items as fuel’ or electric energy, but 
such important items ag labor and 
parts used in repairs are seldom ob- 
tainable in detail or with any ex- 
actitude. 


As a@ matter of comparison, the 
actual cost of electric power will as 
a rule be found to exeeed the net 
cost of the fuel used in the opera- 
tion of the gas engine doing the 
fame amount of work, but this 
comes very far from telling the on) 
tire tale.

Tanch house using electricity 
in its domestic economy was hard to 
find, except in the suburban ranch- 
ing districts. The developers of 
hydroelectric power had not yet in- 
aucurated their pelicy of stringing 
power lines to every nook and 
cranny of the fertile valleys and 
niveas scattered throughout’ the 
country, and so enabling and potnt- 
ing out the poseibilities of intensive 
development on hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres. The prospective 
user then had to move to the power 
line: now the power line comes to 
him. 


Conditions today are vastly daiffer- 
ent. On every side may be seen the 


results of the new policy of exten-, 


sion. From the Imperial Valley to 
the San Fernando Valley, from the 
so-called desert to the sea, hydro- 
electric power has spelled agri- 
cultural development and prosper- 
ity of the highest order. In all parts 
of Southern California are farming 
communities which owe their rise 
wholly, or in major part, to the 
availability of cheap and certain 
c power. 
VALUE IN WAR. 


Hydroelectric power ts doubly of 
valve at this time, when the coun- 
try's available resources are all so 
Urgently reQuired tn the prosecution 
of the war. Every other form of 
power must be conserved, its use 
curtailed; hydroelectric power stends 
alone in that ita increased use and 
expansion in no way affect the 
amount of energy available for war 
industries. Fuel for the gas engine 
ie needed by the navy, air service, 
army transport, industrial plants, 
for shipment to Europe, and, like 
eoal and wood, its use is further re- 


stricted by lack of available labor 


to produce and transportation to de- 
liver it. Government requirements, 
labor and car shertage, however, do 
not affect the hydroelectric plant, 
for in itself it is a most important 
econserver of energy, delivering for 
productive purposes what would oth- 
erwise prove lost power. 

The simple electric motor, requir- 
ing little or no repairing, needs a 
minimum of attention, and thus be- 
comes an important labor saver in 
numberiess instances. 

The most Important use to which 
the electric motor is put on the 
farms of the Southwest is found in 


tion plant hydro-electric power is 
the cheapest power avaliable. 

There are in California over 10,- 
000 pumped wells, using some 150,- 
000 horse power in their working, a 
great and increasing part of which 
consists of hydro-electric power. 
This development of the electric 
Pumping plant has mostly taken 
place within the past ten years; and 
the development of great tracts of 
fertile land has been co-incident 
with the building of available high- 
power lines. This has been very 
marked in many districts in the 
southern and central] parts of the 
State, where such power has 
enabled the development of valuable 
artesian belts by deep well pump- 
ing. While early irrigation develop- 
ment was by means of gravity wa- 
ter, late years have seen the deep 
well and electric moter playing an 
increasingly important part, not 
only in the development of new wa- 
ter supplies, but also in the main- 
tainence of some of the older sys- 
tems. 


In Los Angeles county the num- 
ber of electrically equipped pumping 
Plants, not only In the mutual wa- 
ter companies, but on individual 
farms is rapidly increasing. The 
same is to be said of every other 
county in the State. One of the 
most striking instances of individual] 
pumping plants ts to be found 
the small county of Orange, where 
one hydro electric company alone 
supplies power to over 650 wells and 
pumping plants, pumping 
twenty to 450 inches each; the same 
company furnishing over 2,000,000 
kilowatt hours of electric power in 
the same county for agricultural 
purposes alone per menth. Ali this 
great development has taken place 
since 1916. Incidentally, the same 
company supplies power to 250 
cooking outfits on the farms of Or- 
ange county. 


There is one other important 
phase of hydro-electric power de- 
velopment on the farms of Seuth- 
ern California, and of the South- 
west in general. Early water de- 
velopment was for the irrigation of 
large tracts of land, hundreds and 
even thousands, of water users be- 
ing dependant upon the same water 
sources. But the electric motor has 
@nabled \housands of small usesr to 
become Independant in the develop- 


ment of irrigation supplies, by

Early In the sea- 
son the bed or beds should be kept 
moist so that the seedlings may 
make a good growth and develop 
good roots. And after this the soil 
should be allowed to remain fuirly 
dry, with just enugh moisture to 
keep the plant alive. The best time 
for seeding is from the middie of 
December to the middie of Febru- 
ary. 

Now that we have the seedlings, 
it would be best *o transplant them 
to a ploughed plot or field, that has 
been gone over twice (crossed) with

MAKING FERTILE SOILS. 


(Continued from last week.) 
HEN we burn up a straw 
stack we realize that the 
plant is almost wholly com- 

posed cf the elements of the air, as 
even the remaining ash is not com- 
pletely divested of the gases which 
enter into the mineral combinations | 
of which it is composed. So we find 
ourselves discussing the make-up of 
the plant and the soil to get at the 
facts necessary to an understanding 
ef our problem. Before going on 
with our talk about carbon. we will 
say a few words in reference to the 
soll, Bnd then proceed. 


A Fertile Sofl. 


When we talk about soll for 
farming we mean primarily a fertile 
sofl, yet how often do we realize 
what that term signifies? Fertility 
in this case means the power cf the 
eoil to promote and matintain plant 
life to the point of its best natural 
production. A soll Cannot be called 
fertile until the upper stratum for 
a given depth has formed loam. 
An agricultural loam has life and 
a base as its principle. The life c# 
the loam is dependent upon decay- 
ing vegetable or other organic mat- 
ter, and the base is lime. As de- 
composition, apart from oxidization 
or direct burning up, ise accompanied 
by bacterial action, we may call the 


life of the leam bacterial. :An cb- 
servation of the process by which 
pature makes fertile soile is re- 


vealed throveh an examination of 
the soil iteelf by the simplest physi- 
cal analysis. 


We'find in the naturally rich soil 
a high proportion of organic mat- 


ter This we knew is the residue 
of decomposition of vegetable and 
insect materials that have -. either 
grown upon the soil or have been 


carried to it by water flowing over 
or with it when it was depdésited 
from the eroeicn of rocks. If it has 
lain long enough it has been re- 


duced to humus, in which stage it 
readily yields up its strength to 
vegetation. The vegetable organic 


material added to the earth warms 
it up by the burning action. and 


development of bacteria, which, in 
turn help te carry on the processes 
of making the hard mineral of the 
earth available plant food for high- 
er plant life.

of an acre of ordinary mineral soil. 
and when reduced to humus is many 
times leas, some idea of the magni- 
tude of nature's work presents it- 
self. Natural richly-fertile solls not 
infrequently carry 3 to & per cent. 
of thie ecncentrated organic matter 
we call humus. Peat and bog soils 
are different in that they are less 
concentrated and have usually such 
a large proportion of fresh unde- 
composed vegetable matter that they 
are not in the line of comparison. 


Chiorophyll, the Digesting Screen. 
Te intelligently understand the ac- 
tions and uses of te substances en- 
tering inte the plant, the office of 
chiorephyll must be established, be- 
cause upon it depends the process of 
digestion in green plants. The com- 
position of chlorcphyll has been a 
matter of considerable diversity of 
opinion among students. The chem- 
ist observes chlorophyll as a sub- 
stance expreased in the coloring mat- 


In examining it the chemist includes 
all the substances attendant or as- 
sociated with it, and, as these must 
differ widely, depending upon the 
species of plant and the period of 
advancement of growth. the 
analyses show a wide variation. 
There is shown the presence, either 
as a part or attendant to it. of car- 
bon from, 65 to 75 parts, of hydrogen 
about 10 parts, of nitrogen, about 56 
parts, and of ash, including soda, 
macnesia, phosphoric and sulphuric 
acids, from 2 to 10 parts. The vary- 
ing analyses suggest that the chemi- 
cal research of chlorophyll has in- 
cluded, without considering the at- 
tendant substances. The physiclogist 
-defines chlorophyll as an absorbent 
screen for licht, which, in the pres- 
ence of light, absorbs carbonic acid 
from the atmosphere and produces 
thereon the coloring matter of the 
plant. 

The chlorophyll receives t 
whcele supply of plant food and 
ter which arises from the roots. \I 
carries on the process of digesti 
or splitting up of the simple com 
pounds coming from the soil an 
. Water, making more or less ccm 

lex compounds to carry on 
eed the life processes and, by as- 
similation, to enter Into the organic 
structure to build plant and fruit. 


- That chlorophyll, as understood by 


the physiciogist, does not contain 
the several minerals ascribed to it 
by the chemist, is sufficiently evi- 
denced by the ere and produc- 
tions procured in simple quartz and 
distilled water. There is even a 

ave doubt of a chlorophyll screen 
oe nitrogen as an essential con- 
stituent, as its presence in the 
cholorphyll of the new-born leaf can 
scarcely be detected and increases 
as rapidly as it matures. The bulk 
ef the plant is constructed by the 
earbon, breathed in as carbonic acid 
gas from the air by the leaves. So 
we have worked up to the point of 
how this carbon is utilized and what 
means are at hand to assist the 
process. We have seen that the ac- 
tion of light controls the prccess of 
forming the absorbed carbon from 
the air inte organic compounds to 
nourish the plant. 


Movement in the Piant. 
With the formation of proteids in 


the plant, there is more or less 
rapid translocation the materal 


in the form of sap, and this is as- 
sisted by potash, which serves at 
least a double purpose. Movement 
of carbohydrates does not occur un- 
til they are converted into some 
difiusible forms, and such conver- 
sion cannot occur without the aid 
of mineral salts. This may result 
in the compounds being moved 
throughout the length and preadth 
of the plant, going from the leaf to 
the root and the newly-formed 
shoots. These substances are moved 
into and out of storage by the set- 
ting up of various natural processes, 
occurring from time to time as the 
result of ‘seasonal changes and 
metabolic actions. The movement 
of diffusible substante through dead 
tissue, as through the mature wood 
of the tree, may result entirely from 
mechanical action and osmose,' but 
transiocation in active, living, grow- 
ing tissue entails a chemical process 
with which we are concerned in ap- 
plying fertilizers.

served for years. As a pit in the 
ground it also was utilized for keep- 
ing green fodders, the plan being 
to tramp the fodder well, wet it 
down and weight it with about half 
a ton of earth to the square yard 
on a layer of dry straw. The word 
“ensilage™ seems to have been com- 


pounded from “en” and “silo,” or 
“in the silo,” as in the Spanish 
word “ensilar,” meaning to press 
grain in a pit underground. We 


now associate the term ensilage, or 
silage, only with preserved green 
fodder, and almost exclusively with 
corn. But almost any green fodder 
can be ensiloed with success. 

Sauerkraut is an evidence of the 
use of cabbage as ensilage, and the 
acid of sauerkraut is but thé result 
of fermentative action similar to 
what goes on in the silo when it i 
heating. Frof. Bailey was the first 
active and popular promoter of the 
present American silo, bringing it 
forward, not only as a meahs of 
preserving corn fodder in ail 
weather, but as well of making an 
easily digested food for cattle. Its 
great advantage was first noted for 
dairly cattle, providing as it does 
practically green fodder for winter 
Its economy soon recommended 
it to farmers, and the avidity with 
which stock of all kinds ate it 
brought it to the front as an all- 
around winter stock food. 

While corn furnishes the great 
bulk of the ensilage used in Amer!i- 
ca, it has been found that oets and 
pea vines, particularly the Southern 
cow pea, makes a silage which 
values for feed on a basis of about 


$4 as compared with alfalfa hay 
at $12. This particularly recom- 
mended itself as a winter sheep 


feed and was so proved by experi- 
mental feeding. Beets and man- 
golds have been shown a superior 
ensilage feed and sweet corn cobs 
have been successfully siloed. Good 
fodder on this plan may even be 
made by stacking the green stuff 
and weighting, but the waste on the 
outside is sald to more than coun- 
terbalance the cost of a. silo 
receptacie. Ensilage can be made 
In any receptacle, as for instance, a 
hogshead, like those used for trans- 


& 


OLLING the soil has a much 
deeper meaning and signifi- 
cance in agriculture, than is 
commonly suspected. The purpose 
of rolling is principally to firm the 
soll together so that the moisture is 
set in motion and made general 
through the muss, If seed has been 
sown, the moisture, soil and seed 
are brought together in what might 
be termed general contact. The 
pressure of the roller sets the loose 
top soil down upon the subsoil and 
allows a reforming of capillarity, by 
which is meant the joining together 
of the upper and lower soils to es- 
tablish continuous fine tubular pas- 
sages through which the moisture 


from below may travel up to meet 
the drawing action of the sun's rays 
at the surface. In this way continu- 
ous moisture is maintained around 
the seed and young plants. This 
moisture is necessary, and as the 
loose seeded earth is easily and 
rapidly dried, some system of insur- 
ing an automatic supply from below 
is imperative, and rolling the soil 
meets this demand. 

Rolling also breaks up lumps and 
fines the earth so that it sets to- 
gether better, but this can be more 
effectively done with a flat drag. 
The drag will not set the soil to- 
gether as firmly and as surely as 
the roller; neither will its influence 
be observed as deep down as the 
roller. We cannot count on the drag 
affecting a depth of more than four 
jimches in the most spongy solls, and 
‘in the common run of farm soils the 
drag does not set the soil for a depth 
bevond two inches. A good heavy 
roller can set a soil which has been 
| plowed six inthes deep, and in the 
best loam soils eight inches is not 
| beyond the roller’s field of action, 

From a physical standpoint the 
method of a plant's feeding in the 
soll is by pressure against the food 
surrounding the forming root sec- 
tion. As the muscles of the animal 
stomach contract upon, squeeze and 
| expres food essences from the ma- 
terlal carried. in the 


Which they surround, so the corre- 
sponding fibrous tendrons of the 
plant roots, acting outwardly in- 
stead of inwardly, express food from 
the surrounding soil. This is not 
dirficult to understand if we will ob- 
serve that roots expand itn a given 
cubic area of soll surface. 

Take the beet or carrot for tilus- 
tration. It is not uheommon for the 
sugar beet in a rich soil to grow to 
a length of two feet and more, with 
a circumference of six inches at the 
crown. This calls for a displace- 
ment of about 340 cuble inches of 
soll, If the beets are grown at a 
distance in the row of eighteen 
inches apart, and allowing the same 
distance at right angles, or say nine 
inches from the center all around, 
wé find about 2250 cubic inches of 
soll in which the beet grew. Reckon- 
ing 340 cuble inches of beet against 
2250 cubic inches of earth, equals 
about 15 per cent. soil displacement. 
In other words the soll has been con- 
trated 15 per cent., or equal to the 
rolling down of six inches of plowed 
soll to about five inches. 


This, as well, illustrates why beets 
push a considerapie portion of their 
root above ground tin soil insuffictent- 
ly loamed and which they cannot 
condense. Thus we are able to un- 
derstand that rolling hastens the 
feeding of the young plants as they 
aro developed from the seed by 
pressing the food about them, prac- 
tically on the principle of feeding 
the baby or teaching the calf to 
drink. We get another iiustration 
of rolling as we Watch a gardener 
patting and pressing the soll around 
newly-set plants. As We contemplate 
all these points the value of rolling 
seeded grain fields is brought heme 
to us.

LIKE CANNING. 
While different opinions have been 


been most generally accepted. This, 


the best authenticated explanation 
is fermentation set up by the activ- 
ity which starts promptly with the 
wounding of a plant or, in fact, any 
form of life. The cutting up of the 
corn or other fodder is an extensive 
wounding, and the action which fol- 
lows is fermentative, which prodvuees 
heat. When the cut fodder is put in 
the silo, thoroughly tramped and 
weighted, the air is even gradually 
forced partly out, and with the cool- 
ing fermentation ceases. If, then, 
this is sealed, so as to exclude the 
air, preservation is maintained just 
as it is in the preserving bottle or 
can in which the fruit is put hot 
and an air-tight cover put on. 
There are undoubtedly vast quan- 
tities of bacteria which develop in 
the ensilage, and while they are not 
either fermentative or preservative 
agenta, they are highly important. 
At any rate, two of these bacterial 
agents add value to the silage. They 
are of a class similar to the bacilli 
of milk and those found in the di- 
gestive tracts of the animals. These 
bacilli seem to even carry over from 
teason to #eason in the silo, While 
eorn ensilage is not a complete feed 
for any kind of stock, it can be bal- 
anced with other fodders and feed- 
ing stuffs, and is today the basic win- 
ter fodder for all dairy and beef

other green fodders. 
An important advantage of the 


use of the silo is that it reduces fully

DIET FOR INFANTS. 
Concerning the especial talue of 
goats’ milk in the diet of infants, 
the New York Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station gives this report: ““The 


station has had the opportunity of 
supplying this milk to a fairly large 
number of very young children who 
were in serious physical condition, 
due to their tnability to properly 
digest and assimilate either modi- 
fied cows’ milk or any of the com- 
mercial infants’ foods that 
tried. In nearly all cases of this 
kind the physical condition of the 
children has been built up, and 
satisfactory growth has been brought 
about by the use of goats milk.” 

Much testimony ts to be found of 
wonderful tmprovement made, not 
only by babies, but by invalids, con- 
valescents and persons with diges- 
tive impairments through the use of 
goats’ milk. The canning of this 
milk has already been begun by a 
California company, and ft is to be 
hoped that Southern California may 
eleo be able before a great while to 
bulld up along this line of the in- 
dustry. In the northern part of the 
State the making of cheese is also 
developing on a satisfactory com- 
mercial 

The miich goat ts really a one- 
purpose animal, with milk and its 
products the main object of its ac- 
complishment. The meat of the 
miich varieties, unlike that of the 
Angora goat, is not an especially 


-sotisfactory food, and will probably 


never attain comimercial favor.

The reduction of the high cost of 
living can in no better way be ac- 
complished than through the acqu!i- 
sition by \every family finding tt 
necessary to economize, of at least 
one milch goat.

It will not 
eat off the ground unless forced by 
hunge? to do so, nor will it, of choice, 
drink ae but clean water un- 
less suffering Arom thirst. There is 
-no disagreeable odor about a milch 
goat that is kept in proper surround- 
ings. It Is also important to note that 
the milch goat is free from tuber- 
cular germa, the goat's blood being 
that the germs cannot live 
n 

A milch goat giving three quarts 
of milk a day can be maintained 
even in these days of high grain and 
forage prices, at a cost of around 8 
cents per day. Its milk is adapted to 
every Use that we now find for cow's 
milk.

HE sugar situation is still fer- 
menting across the whole face 
of the country, but manifestiy 


House of Representatives passes a 
national prohibition amendment as 
We write and the Senate is going the 
Same way, says the Pacific Rural 
Press, Still sugar is fermenting juat 
the same and one cannot see at the 
moment what will come out of it. 
We are giving much space to the 
exposition of the California's grow- 
ers’ view of it. As we have said be- 
fore, beet growers have never had 
their share of the value of the sugar 
product, and‘on the whole, the sugar 
makers have also lost out prob- 
ebly-—in fact, nearly lost their whole 
outfit to serve litical purposes in 
1918. The great aggravation about 
the present situation is that this year 
the beet growers either made little 
money or lost money, while the sugar 
makers made oodles of it. As the 
situation appeals to us, both beet 
growers and suger makers had bet- 
ter let, bygones be bygones and di- 
vide the Profits which the gods al- 
low in the future. It is the only way | 
through which California can do her 
duty to the world’s sugar supply. 
Unless something effective can be 
done for the labor supply, the fac- 
tories cannot grow their own beets 
nor can large operators grow beets 
for them. The alternative is to grow 
beets on small areas by family laber 
and that will never be undertaken 
unless beets pay according to the 
labor they require. Small growers 
will chuck the erop unles@ they can 
live at it. They will grow things 
they can sell to better advantare, 
and that seems to be almost every- 
thing. just now. For this year, «at 
least, it seems to us that the fac- 
tories should pay the price* which 
the grower requires. They can af- 
ford to do that and take the chances. 
We have not much respect for the 


argument that the close of the war 
may soon break the sugar market 
and therefore there ts risk of over- 
paying’for beets. It will take a 
more than a year to make this sour 
old world sweet again, even with 
the strongest effort toward that end. 


Into the Limetight. 

For more than half a century the 
manufacture and distribution of farm 
operating equipment have consti- 
tuted an Industry second to none in 
essentiality, yet, strange to say, the 
public mind has never) been able-to 
obtain a correct impression or make 
& proper estimate of its importance, 
says the Farm Implement News. The 
general public has looked upon the 
farm machine industry as one of the 
minor activities in the fleld of manu- 
facturing and upon the implement 
dealer as one of little cons®quence 
in the fleld of trade. 

In the year 1917 a great change 
took place. It required a world war 
apparently to bring it about. From 
war conditions there came a food 
problem. The men in authority, the 
press and the public generally were 
quick to see that an increase in the 
yield of food-making crops was 
vitally necessary. There was no dis- 
sent on that proposition. Then it 
Was not a difficult matter to show 
them that there is an essentia) con- 
nection between farm machine pro- 
duction and crop-raising and that 
without a normal or larger output 
of farm implements there could be 
no increase in the yields of food- 
meking crops. 

Natural Fertilizer. 
A clear understanding of the ac-

tual money Value of the natura) fer- 
tilizer produced on a farm. of the 
amount that is wasted annually, and 
of the manner in which these losses | 
occur undoubtedly would be an in- 
centive to many farmers to conserve 
this valuable by-product of the farm, | 
according to an extension circular | 
recently published by the Pennsyl- 
vania State College. : 

Figures and facts are presented 
in the hope that today, when the 
productive capacity of soils is taxed 
to the limit to feed the world, and 
nitrogen and potash cannot be pur- 
chased commercially except at ex- 
cessively high rates, every farmer 
will take steps to save the fertility 
taken out of the soil by crops and 
to put it back to grow su 
crops. 

The circular offers the following 
suggestians: 

Supply nitrogen to the farm by 
growing legumes and buying con- 
ecentrated feeds rather than complete 
fertilizers. 

» Straw, hay and corn stover are 
the chief sources of potash for the 
farm today. 

Save all the liquid stable waste, 
since it contains two-thirds of al) 
the nitrogen and three-fourths of 
all the potash in the waste. 

Prevent leaching and fermenta- 
tion by hauling stable refuse to the 
fiel4 as made, whenever possible. 

Reinforce the waste with a phos- 
phate so as to make it a balanced 
ration for plants. 


Room for Trapper.

In some 
cases thie iw to prevent wanton 
slaughter of the farmer's friend, the 
quail, but perhaps more often it is 
to protect live stock.

have found precautionary measures 
absolutely necessary. Some hunters 
look on these signs as evidence of 
the farmer's selfishness, but they are 
really a reflection on the character of 
the hunter, for he, by his reckless- 
ness and utter disregard of the 
rights of others, has made them 


necessary. 

The trapper, usually, is of different 
stamp. Being more of a student of 
wild life, an observer, he must, of 
necessity, exercise more precautio 
than a hunter. 

It is an unwise trapper who goes 
blundering recklessly over the terri- 
tory in which he is working. Men 
who trap are usually men of good 
character, because trapping to them 
is a means of livelihood, and not a 
reckless sport. 

Farms are posted for the purpose 
of excluding undesirable persons. 
Few farmers want to keep a large 
stretch of country exclusively to 
themselves. The person who is 
known to have the right regard for 
the property of another will usually 
be allowed the freedom of any farm 
on asking the owner's permission. 

The trapper is in search of ma- 
rauding animals and does the farmer 
a good turn when he catches them. 
A trapper spends so little time on 
each farm he visits that his presence

These are some reasons why the 
report of a gun is heard less fre- 
quently this year. Live stock is too 
valuable for gun fodder and the 
hunter is having a pretty poor time 
of it, while the high price of furs is 
encouraging many hunters to lay 
aside from firearms and go to trap- 
ping. They are finding the latter 
business far more profitable and just 
as interesting. 

Many trappers add to their in- 
comes by buying furs from amateur 
trappers who are hot skilled in skin- 
ning and preparing the hides for 
shipment. Often farmers make 
catches around their poultry houses 
at night, not with any intention of 
selling the hide, but merely to get 
rid of the marauding animal.

Each nannie will raiss 
you from four to six kids a year if 
you have a good grade of white 
goats, but not too highly bred An- 
goras. They will bring kids only 
once a year and they are as delicious 
as sheep, while but little superior 
to the ordinary white coats for meat 
Goats will live entirely out of 
doors through the winter, but they 


do best under those conditions 
where they are on a range affording 
natural protection. If they can get

always be there by the time 
the first drop falls and yet lose the 
minimum of time from feeding. 


CONTROL OF FLEAS. 

The main steps in the control of 
fleas, according to the Bureau of 
Entomology of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, are the 
elimination of breeding places and 
the destruction of fleas on infested 
animals. If breeding places receive 
proper attention, the premises often 
will be cleared of fleas, even though 
little or no attention be given to 
the animals themselves. Fleas breed 
in greatest numbers in accumulations 
of vegetable and animal matter pro- 
tected from wind and rain, but at the 
same time furnished with shade and 
ount of moisture. Ali 
live stock should be prevented from 
going beneath buildings, the vege- 
table and animal matter earefully 
cleaned up, and the ground where 
the immature fleas are developing 
covered with salt and thoroughly 
wet down.

LAND WITHDRAWN 
FROM FOREST. 


On December 5, 1917, a proclama~- 
tion was signed by the President 


eliminating approximatoly 431,000 
acres from the Sequoia National 
Forest, California, according to a re- 
cent report given out by the Forest 


Service. The greater portion of the 
lands eliminated comprise three 
large tracts situated at the southern 
end of the forest. One area, which 
averages about twenty miles long In 
a north and south direction, by about 
tweive miles wide from east to west, 
and situated just east of the Kernan 
River, is designated as the Kennedy 
Meadows Area and comprises slight- 
ly over 165,000 acres, of which 12,- 
000 acres were found to possess agri- 
cultural value. At the present time 
this land is utilized chiefly for g@raz- 
ing. Another large area, designated 
as the Walker Basin and Caliente 
area, comprises 145,000 acres, of 
which only about 3000 acres are of 
material value for agricultural pur- 
poses. Grazing ie the principal in- 
dustry on this area. 

Of the entire area eliminated from 
the forest abort 20,000 acres are 
shown by the classification reports 
to have agricultural value, and it is 
believed that considerable of this 
land will be filed upon in the near 
future. 


SUGAR CONDTTIONS, 


_ By the early part of January su- 
gar conditions in the United States 
should be almost fiormal again, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the Food 
Administration in Washington. These 
show that receipts of sugar from_ 
Cuba, Hawail, the Philippines and 
other foreign countries increased 
enormously beginning the third week 
in November. Reet-sugar factories in 
the United States are now in opera- 
tion, turning out a total of about 
10,000 tons of sugar a day. These

A trac- 
tor on the ranch at this time would 
have scared the life out of both men 
an@ mules. The thousands of acres 
of this great property were being 
cultivated in the old western fash- 
jon of sending six and eight-mule 
teams ahead of plows set for shal- 
low plowing, with acres of the field 
Wasted in swinging the long teams 
at the turn, and with a general big 
push to keep things going. 
Grain was the big crop even at 


this late day, although alfalfa was 
Gemanding attention, with the in- 
cldentai raising of cattle and hugs. 
When Brecht struck the ranch a 
small beet sugar factory had started 


W ine Edward E. Brecht went 


operations at Visalia, about ten 
miles away. The owners of the 
ranch became interested inthe 


growing of sugar beets. They di- 
-reeted Brecht t© plant the first year 
about 1000 acres of beeta. But the 
land had never been put in proper 
condition for this crop. The owners 
prevailed over the objection of the 
foreman. The crop was a failure. 
Here the story begins. Brecht 
stayed on the ranch for several years 
and raised some good crops of beets 
by getting the land in proper condi- 
tion, and he was learning the game. 
About this time he came into pos- 
session of nine head of mules from 
his father’s estate and having an 
ambition to work for himself and 
believing he could make money out 
of the beet crop, he bought a small 
farm five miles south of Visalia and 
about four miles from the heet 
sugar factory, and went te work, 
othér thing Brecht did at 
this time which showed good judg-: 
ment was to get married. He mar- 
ried a young woman of rare good 
Sense and capable of managing her 
household. They have worked to- 
gether. Together they figure out 
the plan of selling the mules and 
buying a farm tractor. In the mean- 
time a young prune orchard of 
twenty-five acres had been set out. 
The mules were sold, except two 
teams kept for orchard and such 
work as may be done better with a 


BUYS A TRACTOR, 

The Brechts bought a six-ton 
caterpillar tractor. Last season this 
tractor began to do things on the 
Brecht place. There are not many 
tractors in that section of Tulare 
county and Brecht'’s cperations were 
watched with misgiving, as Well as 
curiosity, by his neighbors. Brecht 
plowed up all the available land he 
had on his home place for sugar 
beets. He plowed the land between 
the row of young prune trees. The 
factory, four miles away, was then 
offering contracts to wers on @& 
minimum basis of $5.50 for 15 per 
cent. beets with a graduated rising 
scale of 30 cents for each 1 per cent. 
above 15 per cent. Beets in the 
Visalia section test high in sugar 
and growers calculate to get from $6 
to $8 per ton on the contract agree- 
ment. 

When he had plowed his own 
land, Brecht began looking up other 
land for beet planting. He is a fair 
judge of such land and when he 
found what he wanted, he induced 
the owners to go in on @ share basis 
with him. They did this because his 
energy and enthusiasm in the work 
carried others along with him. Two 
hundred and fifty acres were selected 
fer seeding to beets. The tractor 
went to work on this acreage. A 
man with a little experience was en- 
gaged to run the tractor and Brecht 
became a manager of his own opera- 
tions. 

All the plowing and heavy work 
needed to fit for seeding 250 acres 
of sugar beets, including about 
fifty acres on the home place, part 
of which was the prune orchard, 
was done with this tractor. The 
lighter work, such as seeding and 
cultivating, was done with the mule 
teams. Then the caterpillar was put 
into service for heavy transportation 
in hauling loads between the home 
place and town. 


MULES OUTCLASSED. 


The last harvest was a fairly 
good one for Brecht and his tractor. 
From the 250 acres he has delivered 
to the factory at Visalia nearly 2500 
tons of beets. This is an average 
of ten tons to the acre. Some of 
his fields, particularly the prune or- 
chard, yielded eighteen tons per 
acre. This experience is a good 
pointer, by the way. for inter- 
cropping in young orchards. Be- 
sides, the young trees are ia 
splendid condition from the very 
therough cultivating they get on ac- 
count of the beets. 

But the most interesting part has 
to do with the tractor. That trector 
hauled all those beets to the factory 
in geod season and good shape. 
Within sixty days from the opening 
of the campaign, every beet was 
delivered. An average of forty-five 
tons a day was maintained for a bau! 
within six miles of the fartory. 

The average delivery for the mule 
teams, four and siy, for the same 
length of haul, wae about tea or 
fifteen tona.

Over rough places 
the caterpillar moves steadily and 
without interruption. No ordinary 
soft place will stop the machine, un- 
lesg there is no bottom to it. Go- 
ing up the steep grade on to the plat- 
form where the beets are delivered, 
with, perhaps, fifteen tons of beets, 
besides the weight of the wagons and 
the tractor, a combined weight of 
about twenty-five tons, looked some- 


imdividuality, they are underfed, 
(3) they Were bred too young, (4) 
they lack care and are poorly man- 
aged, (5) because of disease, espec- 
jelly abortion, (6) or because they 
are not persistent milkersa.

Price, the situation might have been 
relieved to a considerable degree 
but for the fact that more than half 
of all the sweet potatoes grown in 
the United States that year were 
permitted to rot. 

The crop amounted to more than 
70,000,000 bushels, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says that 49,- 
000,000 bushels fell into decay, be- 
cause the farmers who grew the 
eweets failed to provide themselves 
with storage accommodations. 

One of the biggest problems in 
agriculture is that of finding a satis- 
factory market after the product 
has been harvested. In order to 
help the sweet potato grower save 
his crop and give the people great- 
er food resources during the war, 
the government tackled the sweet 
Potato storage problem last year 
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However, the tractor did it time and 
time again in delivering 2500 tons| 
and did it without a hitch or an ac- 
eildent. 


Now, when we consider what this 
tractor has done in the one field of 
work the past season, it looks like it 
had earned 4 rest, like the mule 
teams that are turned into the pas- 
ture. But Brecht has started plow- 
ing his fields for next season and the 
By the use 
of the tractor the beet land in that

It is a matter of regret that there 
are not figures at hand showing the 
expense of the hauling of Brecht's 
beets to the pense of delivery. A 
comparison of the expense per ton 
with that in having the beets hauled 
by mule team, where $1 per ton was 
paid for the four-mile haul, would 
make any self-respecting mule 
ashamed. Roughly estimated, the 
beets hauled by tractor were deliv- 
ered at one-third the expense of 


Now, the sum and substance of 
this story is that this one tractor was 
the chief help in producing 2500 tons 
of beets, for which about $16,250 was 
paid by the sugar company. From 
a rather intimate acquaintance with 
the operations in this ficld and the 
manner in which the operations were 
carried on, a fair estimate of all ex- 
penditures in producing the crop 
and delivering it at the factory would 
be somewhat under $10,000. This 
leaves $6260 profit. These figures 
allow $40 an acre e nee. The driv 
er of tractor Was hired throughout 
the year and lived in the family of 
the owner. Brecht manages well. 


| Therefore it is not unlikely that $40 


per acre expense is reasonable. 

If mule teams had been used for 
hauling the beets to the factory and 
for plowing, the expense would un- 
doubtedly have been considerably 
more, maybe $50 per acre.

STORAGE IMPORT ANT ITE 
IN SWEET-POTATO CULTURE.

with such success that 12,000,000 
ushels of the 806,000,006-bushel 
production in 1817 was saved from 
decay by common sense and a slight 
investment. 

The Department of Agriculture 
learned that sweet potatoes are in 
demand, that they are a splendid 
food, and that they bring good prices 
if they can be held until the market 
glut at the opening of the harvest 
is relieved, 

It was determined that a type of 
storehouse suited to the needs of 
the average producer would be the 
best thing, so the department de- 
signed a house capable of storing 
500 bushels, and worked up to a size 
that will take care of many times 
that amount of sweets. The build- 
Ing is said to take care of the sweet 
potatoes so well that only 2 per 
of the crop is lost by decay. 

When placed in storage the sweets 
shrink perhaps 10 per cent. in the 
course of a few weeks, on account 
of moisture evaporating, but even 
then they are extremely profitable, 
because prices are generally . quite 
good. 

The government will provide tin- 
terested farmers with a bulletin 
called “Storing and Marketing 
Sweet Potatoes.” .This can be had 
by writing to the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington. Plans 
and specifications can be secured 
from this treatise, and any carpen- 
ter can erect such a structure as is 
needed. The farmer who is handy 
with hanmimer, saw and plane can 
probably convert an unused out- 
building into a satisfactory store- 
house by studying the government 
Plans and adapting the ventilation 
idea.

{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


AL/TIMORE (Md.) Dec. 28.—The United States Army train of twenty- 

nine three-ton trucks, officially known as Division Supply Train No, 

308, Truck Company No. 2, which left the Packard factory in Detroit 
exactly two weeks ago today, tonight is “parked” on a Chesapeake Bay 
wharf, ready for shipment to France, where they will “do their bit” along 
with Gen. Pershing’s army at the earliest possible moment. 

Under command of Capt. Bennett Bronson and Lieut. C, A. Riley, the 
war train, with its seventy-seven pilots, mechanics and cooks, dashed into 
Baltimore at noon after a thirty-five-mile run from Westminster, Pa., the 
soldiers singing, and preceded by a long line of automobiles, which were 
the men composing the reception committee. Ahead of them rode a squad 
of motorcycie police, who kept the streets from traffic. The sidewalks were 
lined with spectators who gave the boys an enthusiastic welcome. 

The distance covered to the dock here was 580 miles; thus the daily 
average was forty-seven miles for the two weeks. This included two days 
on which the trucks did not move at all—one because of an accident near

Contractors have been ad- 
vised that further work contemplat- 
‘ed will not be undertaken under ex- 
jating conditions. 

Last week a Grant six touring car, 
which ts distributed tn Southern 
California by S&S F. Seager & Co., 
made the long trip from Santa Bar- 
bara and return by way of the San 
Marcos and Gaviocta passes. Al- 
though the road over the San Mar- 
cos was found to be in very good 
condition, it was noticeable at that 
time, there was but little travel. Al- 
though an entire day Was passed on 
that stretch of mountain highway, 
only two cars were encountered.

After the Ball. 


O PREPARE for peace in time of war is 

just as necessary as military pre 
paredness while Mars slumbers. Indications 
are multiplying that the war period is draw- 
ing to a close; the temper of all the peo 
ples concerned is for decisive action; 
neither the Germans nor the Allies will con- 
sent to spend another year under ground. 
The hopes of the Allies are soaring even 
higher than their fighting planes, but, win 
or lose, the time is fast approaching when 
the world will again be at peace. 

Readjusting nationa] boundaries and fix- 
ing the amount of indemnities that the lit- 
tle nations shall receive wil] be questions 
for diplomats to settle; but repairing the 
damages to commerce, industry and society 
itself is a work in which the whole people 
must engage. In war time all governments 
are reckless spenders; they pledge their 
credit to the utmost and contract obliga- 
tions which other generations under other 
conditions must discharge. 

Taxes in most of the European nations 
will be three times as high as they were 
before the war and the taxes of the United 
States will be more than doubled. But the 
question of taxation is not so serious as it 
seems at first glance: it is simply one of 
redistribution of wealth, for the claims 
against the government are held by those 
who are themselves a part of the govern- 
ment. Every American who holds a Lib- 
erty Bond is at the same time debtor and 
crediter, and for that reason the question 
of redeeming the government securities is 
oot as serious as it seems. 

Democracy is certain to be in the ascend- 
ent, irrespective of the actual form of na- 
tional governments. Every material thing 
made by man is the product of an idea 
Thought must precede action. The aristo- 
cratic idea is dead in every country; during 
three years of warfare it has bled to death 
and aristocracy cannot long survive. The 
roya] houses of Hohenzollern and Hapsburg 
are so weakened that, in time of peace, they 
could not support their own weight. 

When the actual noise of the fighting 
ceases it will be simulated by the clamor of 
certain peoples for abolishing all tariffs. 
The masses of Burope and Asia are hoping 
that, after the war, they will be able to en- 
joy a measure of the ease and prosperity of 
the masses in the United States. Times 
that have seemed hard here would be re 
garded as a return of the golden age by 
many other peoples. There is already a 
clamor in Siberia to become a part of the 
United States. Other peoples may follow 
sult. The desire to share our prosperity is 
growing: it is contagious. For this very 
reason the day following the dawn of peace 
will be even more critical for this country 
than any stage of the actual war. We must 
not surrender our own prosperity to a vain 
hope of sharing it with other peoples. 

Discussion and consideration of the eco- 
nomic problems of the after-the-war period 
cannot begin too soon; for a campaign of 
education moves as slowly as a military 
campaign in trench warfare. 


Interdependence Next. 
NDEPENDENCE of peoples, once so de 
voutly desired, seems, after all, to have 
marked a transitory and not a fixed state. 
The independence of the American people 
has been established for more than a hun- 
dred years. But there are indications that 
this independence, founded on isolation, is 
not to endure. The present war has re.

States discovered after two yeare of the 
present War that the European equilibrium 
had become a world equilibrium and that 
our OWn democracy was menaced when the 
autonomy of the little nations of Europe 
Was attacked. Splendid isolation is an ex- 
ploded phrase, isolated independence is no 
longer possible. One great lesson that the 
war teaches is the interdependence of mod- 
ern peoples. 


Starting on a Long Journey. 
MAN who died recently in New York 
believed that the birth of a baby into 

this world of trouble calls for tears and that 

the death of a man, ending his world trials, 
should be an occasion for good cheer. He 
wrote in his will: 

“I desire that $250 be expended in some 
fitting occasion, and at some time after my 
burial, at which shall be gathered my rela- 
tives and friends, such as a dinner or ban- 
quet. And my wish is that they should 
spend a cheerful evening in their recollec- 
tion of me, as I do not regard mourning as 
desirable. I desire that all signs and sym- 
bols of mourning be dispensed with.” 

He also left numerous gifts to charities, 
friends and employees. 

We have abolished from funeral ceremo- 
nies crepe and funeral baked meats and 
wailing. Perhaps, some day, we shall make 
funerals an occasion for rejoicing. Cer- 
tain.y, to those who believe in Paradise, it 
is illogica] to lament when a grub leaves 
the confinement of its chrysalis, takes to 
itself wings and flies away. 

On the other hand, to see, without pain- 
ful emotion, the departure of a beloved rel- 
ative of friend on that long journey to an 
unknown destination, from which there is 
no return, implies either the superhuman or 
the subhuman, elther of which is unnat- 
ural and unpleasant. 


The Air of Freedom. 


ITH all their efficiency, the Germans 
are remarkably dull in their compre- 
hension of the psychology of other people. 

They thought that the millions of German- 
Americans in the United States would re- 
volt. Also the Irish and the Boers and the 
Hindoos. We have seen how mistaken they 
were. 

Even in Southern Brazil, where they plant- 
ed their most pretentious foreign colony, 
fostered by German schools and the German 
language and German customs, they have 
missed their cue. Prof. A. F Pollard, who 
traveled through Brazil, declared recently, 
in a London address, that these German set- 
tlers, enjoying freedom from imperial re- 
straint, were not at all anxious for German 
intervention. 

Autocratic sentiment cannot long endure 
in the free air of the western hemisphere, 
any more than malaria can persist in the 
bracing atmosphere of the High Sierra. 


The Garden of Eden. 


CIENTISTS are now fairly well agreed 
that the human race had its origin on 
earth on a big continent that has since been 
submerged beneath the ocean. This conti- 
nent extended from Madagascar to Australia. 
Most of it was from 25 to 35 deg. south of 
the equator. Somewhere on this continent— 
if we are to believe the Bible story—was 
located the Garden of Eden.

alert for the roles of Camille, Carmen and 
Cleopatra—the three C’s of dramatic adven- 
ture. Amateurs and professionals alike feel 
that their careers are incomplete unless 
they have offered themselves to view as Ca- 
mille or Carmen. If they can cry it is Ca- 
mille; if it is folly it shall be Carmen. 

Women don't care to have their stage pro- 
totypes sheathed in the white armor of im- 
maculate virtue. The divertingly damaged 
cames and the slightly soiled skirts have 
the attention and admiration of the gentle 
sex—while on the stage. The woman of 
but one love or of no love at all does not 
seem to hold my lady’s eye or interest. It 
is possibly true that a Woman can love but 
one man at a time, but to love him all the 
time is a waste of passion. So it is that at- 
tention is alert for the little lady of numer- 
Ous affairs. The heroine who can sacrifice 
one love for another or a pure for a tar 
nished one furnishes a role which all women 
of dramatic instinct feel that they can in- 
terpret. 

Fidelity is a fine creed but makes a bum 
picture. Talk about your stiJl life! One 
Carmen is worth a morgue full of Juliets 
and a Camille is more appealing than a 
whole herd of Paulines. There is nothing 
spectacular about innocence. No dramatic 
value lies in inaction. No»vody loves an 
Amazon who spends her life raising bird 
seed, but when she takes her trusty bow 
and arrow and plunks a man through the 
gizzard or drags him off to her cavern in 
the cleft of the rock al] the duchesses in the 
box seats are quivering with excitement. 

Every woman is at heart a Prudence E. 
Lothario, but the Prudence is silent as in 
jurisprudence. Not for her the chaste chap- 
let of continence—at least not yet. Not in 
her stage stars at any rate. Youth wants 
its fling and youth seems to be neither a 
matter of the calendar or of sex. 

And so women keep on playing Camille 
just as Sarah Bernhardt did at the ripened 
age of seventy summers and with a wooden 
leg as her principal support. We saw two 
different movie queens in varying interpre 
tations of Camille in the same day and it 
was not particularly good Camille weather 
at that. The play really belongs to the field 
of the spoken drama. Anything with lung 
trouble does. The man who tries to float 
a case of bronchitis on the screen is some 
director. But in the legitimate we have 
seen some strange Camilles.

D ICKEY TAYLOR was drafted. 


He hadn't put in any claim for ex- 
emption. He hadn't made any effort 


to “beat” service. He would have enlisted, 

being a good American, but he just hadn't 

gotten around to it. He was that sort. 

Dickey was an amiable loafer. He was 
not of the “idle rich,” though he was both 
rich and idle. He liked to sleep, to dawdle, 
and to avoid deep thinking. He never 
hunted working girls, and took the most 
lackadaisical attitude toward “affairs” more 
appropriate and seemly. He never gave sys- 
tematically to charity, he never gave mid- 
night suppers, amd he never gave way to 
strong impulses of any sort.

FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 


ETROIT (Mich.)—I write today of the 
D farm tractor as a coming asset in our 
great War with the Germans. It is an 
old saying that an army can move only upon 
its belly. Cut off the food supp!y and the 
troops are defeated. This was never so 
true as now, when not only the soldiers, but 
the nations behind them must rely upon the 
outside for the most of their food. The 
United States hag become the bread-basket 
of the nations. We must have food, not 
only for our 100,000,000 people at home, but 
for the hundreds of millions of our Allies 
and the armies abroad. From now on the 
cry from the “faroff Macedonia” over the 
ocean will be food, food and still more food. 
How shall we supply it? We have the land, 
but not the men to cultivate it. Our labor 
ers have veen decimated by the draft, and 
Uncle Sam is calling more and more men 
from the farms to the army. Our only sal- 
vation is the use of machinery. We must 
make gasoline, kerosene and alcohol take 
the place of the human muscle we are forced 
to put into the trenches, and new inventions 
must enable one man to do the work of ten. 


Tractor the Big Invention. 


Among the most important of these in- 
ventions is the farm tractor. We have 
thousands already in use and the great fac- 
tories here and at other industrial centers 
are putting in new machinery to add to the 
number. They should be aided in every pos- 
sible way, and the Council of National De- 
fense should see that they are furnished 
with men and supplies. I understand that 
one sewing machine company has recently 
taken an order for $30,000,000 worth of trac- 
tors to be built after pA new design, and I! 
know that Henry Ford & Son have accepted 
orders to make thousands of cheap tractors 
for Europe and that they are now preparing 
the tools and plant to supply 6000 to Ene- 
land in time for the plowing next spring. Mr. 
Ford says it is better business to aid our 
Allies to increase their own food supply 
than to aid ows farmers in raising food 
which must be shipped across 3000 miles of 
water infested with submarines, whose busi- 
ness it is to destroy such supplies. There- 
fore, the first of his tractors will be sent to 
Europe, and it will probably be some time 
before they are ready for the American mar- 
ket. 

It is only a few weeks azo that Mr. Lioyd 
George made a speech as to the government 
plans for increasing the crops of the British 
Isles. At that time he said they had ordered 
thousands of tractors, and that England 
would have 8000 breaking sod at the close of 
this winter. Many of the famous estates are 
to be devoted to the raising of food, and 
parks and lawns upon which the grass has 
grown for centuries will be turned up by 
these tractors. Every acre of cultivable 
land is to be used, and the tractor ts to make 
up for the loss of the labor demands by the 
battlefields of France. 


How we Could Feed the World. 

If such a policy could be adopted and car- 
ried out in the United States, we could feed 
all the people upon this bie, round earth, and 
supposing space could be bridged, have 
enough left over for every man, woman and 
child on the planet of Mars. Our farming 
area today covers only a small part of the 
Union. The total amount of our land is 
more than 2.000,000,000 acres. That means 
two thousand millions, and so far we have 
less than 1,000,000,000 acres in farms. The 
actual amount is 878,000,000 and of this only 
478,000,000 has ever been turned up by the 
plow. Nevertheless that comparatively 
small area has produced in one year more 
than 4,000,000,000 bushels of corn and wheat, 
which at the current prices of today, $1 corn 
and $2 wheat, would be worth more than 
$5,000,000,000. If we could bring all the 
farm lands now owned into use, this crop 
could be doubled, and the waste land that 
might be cultivated would make it many 
times more. The deep plowing of the farm 
tractor and the intensive cultivation possible 
through other farm mach nory could easily

make two bushels of corn and wheat grow 
where one is now growing, so that the po 
tential foodstuffs of the United States are 
really beyond the dreams of the wildest 
imagination. 

Take the corn crop. In 1917 we produced 
more than %,000,000,000 bushels. The av- 
erage yield per acre of that crop, the 
United States over, has never been more 
than thirty bushels anf that notwithstand- 
ing the boys of the corn clubs of many of 
the States have been raising 100 bushels 
per acre and upward. We had more than 
100,000,000 acres in corn last year, and had 
we raised sixty bushels per acre the crop 
would have been twice what it was, and we 
might have shipped 3,000,000,000 bushels to 
Europe or other foodstuffs, which would 
have taken their place. 

In 1915 we had 60,000,000 acres in wheat, 
and the bumper crop of that year, the 
largest the nation has ever known, was a 
little more than  1,000,000,000 ‘bushels. 
Nevertheless the average yield per acre was 


worked all the way. The number of our 
farms is more than 6,000,000, and by the 
last census there were 24,000,000 horses and 
mules, an average of four to each farm. The 
total number used in plowing every time the 
crop is gone over is 2,000,000 and 3,000,000, 
or as one of the agricultural statisticians 
figures it, so many that if you hitched them 
up side by side the team would be as wide 
as the distance from Philadelphia to Mem- 
phis, and the distance plowed would be long- 
er than from Boston to Salt Lake City. 
Since the war broke out there has been 
a large decrease both in plow hands and 
plow animals. Hundreds of thousands of 
horses and mules have been taken from our 
farms to the battlefields, and the farmers’ 
boys who have been drafted are even 
greater in number. Since that time there 
has been a large increase in the use of farm 
tractors, but the industry is still in its in- 
fancy, and the tractor for the small farm 
has not yet come into use. Not long ago the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington

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only seventeen bushels. It Was eleven 
bushels less for every acre than the Ger- 
mans raised that year on their total of 
something like 5,000,000 acres, and far less 
per acre than the crop of England and 
France. Had we increased our yield to 
equal the production per acre of Germany 
we should have had 660,000,000 bushels of a 
surplus for shipment to Europe, and that in 
addition to the 1,000,000,000 bushels we 
raised that year. The surplus would have 
been greater than our whole wheat crop of 
1916. We could in fact have lived on the 
surplus, giving a barrel of flour to every 
man, woman and child of us, and setting 
aside 100,000,000 bushels for seed, have had 
atill 1,000,000,000 bushels of wheat for ex- 
port to Europe. 
We Only Scratch the Earth. 

The crops we raise today are for the most 
part planted and harvested by the use of 
horses and mules. Much of the plowing 
is but little more than scratching the earth, 
and very little of it goes to the depth of the 
seven inches easily possible with the farm 
tractor. The labor loss is enormous. The 
most of the plows have gone over the fields 
with a man in the furrow behind holding the 
plow handles. According to a recent esti- 
mate, every time the farmer plows an acre 
that way, he walks eight miles and his team 
does the same. Suppose 160 acres be plowed 
on his farm the distance walked is about as 
great as from Chicago to New Orleans and 
the walking fully as bad. On the hundred 
million acres of cornfields the men and ani- 
mals have walked 800,000,000 miles, and 


received reports from 2000 of our farmers 
who have been using tractors, and it was 
then stated that the heavy machine could be 
worked profitably only on farms of large 
size. Im North Dakota the average size of 
the farm upon which the tractor was used 
was about 800 acres, and it was seldom 
found on farms of less than 320 acres. lowa 
has many farms as small as 160 acres which 
are using tractors, but as a rule the owners 
employ their tractors also for custom work, 
renting them out to plow and reap for their 
“feighbors. Many of the farmers are using 
their tractors by night as well as by day, 
and this is especially so of those who have 
a large acreage, such as 1000 acres and up 
wards. The average Hfe of a tractor in 
North Dakota is about six years, and in 
other States something like eight years. 
The amount of service now obtained is from 
3600 to 11,000 working hours, depending 
largely upon the care given the machine 
while in and out of use. Of 200 tractor 
owners in lllinois 57 per cent. reported that 
their outfits were not out of commission a 
single day when they were needed during 
the season, and of the remaining 43 per 
cent. the average number of days lost was 
only seven. 

Cost of Tractors. 


As to the cost of the tractors, those used 
in Illinois at that time cost from $500 to up- 
ward of $2000, and they ranged in size from 
those which would draw two plows to those 
which would draw eight plows.

President Wilson in addressing the 
Pope, it is true, speaks against discrimina- 
tion towards German commerce, but it will 
be long before the stigma “Made in Ger- 
many” is turned into a recommendation. 


It is also interesting to note, in view of 
the painful recovery Germany must now 
make, that it required a period of 150 years 
before she began to get over the ravages of 
the awful Thirty Years’ War. It was not 
until the middie of the eighteenth century 
that disease, bankruptcy and distress were 
matters of the past. The reduction of the 
population from 30,000,000 to 12,000,000 was 
an appalling circumstance. A wonderful 
era had preceded the Reformation and this 
period of war in which Germany had been 
the wealthiest and most pop...wus country in 
Evrope. It has been the land of flourishing 
agriculture, of religious zeal and enthw 
siasm, of great cities engaged in industry 
and commerce. 


The Renaissance of Germany. 


After the long period of recovery, Ger- 
many again took a leading part in Western 
Europe and reached what is known as her 
renaissance, about 200 years later than the 
appearance of this wonderful. movement in 
other countries. Literature flourished; the 
masterpieces of the Greeks, the French, and 
the British were studied with relentless en- 
thusiasm.

Churchill, in hig novel, “The Crisis” por- 
trays the significance of these Germans in 
saving the Unien. 

How recent these events of 1849 really 
are appears when we remember that the 
migration occurred just before the Civil 
War, and that men are stil! living who made 
the journey; the children and grandchildren 
of these men and women who fed to escape 
the Prussian militarism of sixty or seventy 
years are very numerous and fully in- 
structed in the bitter family persecutions 
and sorrows. In addition to the characters 
already mentioned are many others worthy 
of mention. The Hungarian general who 
fought for independence, Goergei, died only 
last year, at the age of almost 100 years. 
The Austrian Emperor, Francis Joseph, who 
took his throne in 1848 and who died last 
year after the longest reign in history, lived 
almost long enough to see the whole of the 
deadly fruite of the destructive policies of 
his youth. 

Many of the men who were in the Revo)u- 
tion of 1848 were Jews, the most famous of 
whom was Kari Marx, the founder of Scien- 
tifie Socialism. Another famous Jew, who 
took the other side was Stahl, who had be- 
come a Protestant and helped develop the 
theories on which modern Prussianism has 
been founded. 

After the failure of the Revolution of 1848 
both to unite and to liberalize Germany as 
it had promised to do, the landed military 
aristocracy under William of Prussia and 
Bismarck succeede] in bringing about the 
unification of Germany. The military autoc 
racy achieved success, crushing all oppo 
nepts and gaining the unity which had 


slipped from the grasp of the less powerful 
democrats in their struggle to unite the 
country under a constitution. 

Certainly the Revolution of 1848 failed 
because the liberal forces were not united, 
but they were so powerful that they threat- 
ened the existence of all the governments in 
Middle Burope in 1848. This raises the 
question why hag it been possible for the 
military autocracy to dominate these re 
gions since that time. It has already been 
pointed out that the new forces resulting 
from the industrial revolution were the la- 
boring classes and the wealthy industrial 
and commercia! classes. 

A Liberal party in order to be successful 
should have in it representatives of the no- 
bility or upper classes, merchants and man- 
ufacturers as well as laboring men. A 
startling situation arose in Germany when 
the landed aristocracy succeeded in driving 
@ wedge between the merchant and manu- 
facturer on cne hand, and the laborer on the 
other. The laboring man left to himself 
became a Socialist and separated himself 
from the middie classes, which had thrown 
in their lot with the aristocracy represented 
by the landholders and the military group. 

This alarming alliance between the old 
landed military aristocracy and the mer 
ehants and manufacturing class gives us 
that product we have set out to destroy, 
Prussian militarism. The promise of the 
military group to the wealthy middle class 
was “Join us for good government, for pro- 
tection of your property, for aid in com- 
merce, and industry.” And so the combina- 
tion was made, with the laborer shut out to 
comfort himself with the doctrine of So 
cialism. 

The long story is perhaps best shortened 
im this way: the revolution left the middle 
classes and the workingmen defeated and 
confronted with the problem of making 
peace with the successful governments. 
When Bismarck became the chief Prussian 
Minister in 1862 he was opposed by the 
Liberal or middle class party in the Prus- 
sian lower house and had to govern Prussia 
in spite of this majority. He played off 
the two lower classes against each other, 
striking a clever bargain with Lassalle of 
the workingmen’s party. Lassalle regarded 
the middle classes as greater enemies of the 
laboring men than the Prussian Junkers, 
and received fair promises from Bismarck, 
who, however, promised favorable legisla- 
tion to the middie classes as well. After 
Bismarck had won over the middle classes 
and defeated al] liberals among them be 
then turned brutally against the Socialists. 


Why the Socialists are Fighting Now. 


The German Socialists have from the be 
ginning been in favor of peaceful means and 
80 they have remained quiet through many 
deceptions and disappointments, lovking 
hopefully to the power of their 4,000.000 
votes. This policy of docility and opportun- 
ism explains the fact that they were mar 
shalled in to the army by thousands and 
fought as they were ordered in the 
conflict.

He 
now urges that Germany give up Belgium 
and that to insist upon annexation would 
make any conclusion of peace impossible 
within any calcwlable period. The first 
drunken shouting for the military party is 
over, and just as the turmoil] and revolution 
within Russia surprised the world, so events 
gathering within Germany may move more 
rapidly than observers expect. 

The whole world today is looking hope 
fully for the creation of a powerful Liberal 
party in Germany, and a great mass of evi- 
dence shows that such a party may now be 
gathering itself together. Such a party act- 
ing together with the Catholic Center party 
would control Germany. The success of

reapers over the fields, each tractor pulling 
one reaper. I got on one of the machines 
and drove it across the field. It was where 
the grain was already in shock and the trip 
was merely to show me how the tractor 
worked. I sat on an iron seat as on a sulkey 
plow, with a driving wheel like that of a 
motor car in front of me. Beyond this 
wheel, comprising the front part of the ma- 
chine, was the hood which covered the en- 
gine, and also the gasoline tank. Attached 
to this was another tank known as the air- 
washer. All the machinery is inclosed in 
the hood, but there is so much dust in farm 
work that the air that goes into the en- 
gine has to be washed before it is used. 
The wheels of the tractor are different 
from those of the motor car. They are 
made of steel, with tires five inches wide 
and with great teeth or lugs two inches 
deep, which are set at an angle to the tire 
rim three or four inches apart. This gives 
the wheels a surface of fifteen or sixteen 
inches, keeping them from cutting into the 
soll, and also gives the wheels the grip 
which is needed to make them move. When 
the cheap, light-weight tractor was pro- 
posed the makers of the heary tractor 
claimed that weight was a necessity to 
the success of any such machine. Where 
upon Mr. Ford said: “Have you ever 
seen a bulldog chase a cat up atree? A dog 
has plenty of weight but the cat does the 
climbing. Its claws give it the traction, 
and it is the traction that counts.” The 
cheap tractors upon which they are experi- 
menting here weigh a little more than a ton.

Some of the heavier tractors weigh five 
tons. Bach has its own place ip the cultiva- 
tion of our farms. 

I went over the farm with one of the of- 
ficialg of the experimental! plant, and, as 
I did so, talked with him as to the possibility 
of the cheap tractor. He told me that it was 
possible to cut twenty acres of grain in one 
day by means of a tractor and that only 
two men were required to run it. He said 
that the amount of plowing possible de- 
pended upon the soil, but that one man with 
a tractor should be able to turm over as 
much as six acres a day. 

Kerosene ‘or Fuel. 


“But how about the cost of fuel?” I asked. 


“Will not 25 cent gasoline prevent any such 
industrial evolution?” 

“I doubt whether gasoline will be the trac 
tor fuel of the future,” was the reply. “Kero- 
sene is now being used on many of the 
machines which have been invented, and in 
the future the fuel will probably be alcohol 
and it will be made on the farm You can 
manufacture alcohol out of almost any kind 
of vegetable matter from grain to wood and 
from potatoes to hay. The refuse and waste 
of every farm is enough to make all the 
alcoho! needed to run its machines, and the 
inventions of the future will probably make 
this an easy possibility. As it is, the whole 
busines is in its infancy, There are several 
score of factories working upon it and new 
machines of many kinds may be expected 
within the near future.”

California wines contain more alcohol 
than the light table wines used in Southern 
Europe. This ig because we have more 
sunshine, therefore, more sugar in the grapes, 
and consequently more alcohol. 

There is no need for Americans to drink 
imported wines. With some it is a vulgar 
fad to order imported wines. Most of the 
Rhine wine imported before the war was 
adulterated. 

White wine is too sour for many stomachs. 
Most people will find the red preferable. It 
is well to mix about a third water, if the 
wine is drunk with meals. This is more 
wholesome than coffee. It is, however, not 
mecessary to take either. It is better to 
eat dry. 

One reason why the light wines of Cali- 
fornia have not become more popular is the 
fact that saloons and cafes charge from 10 
to 15 cents for a small glass of claret, con 
taining about one-fifth of a pint. They have 
‘been able to purchase a good sound wine, 
by the barrel, at 40 cents a gallon, which 
would be 1 cent a glass. However, owing to 
the small demand, they have had to buy in 
bottles, which makes it more expensive. 

The French fighting man has his portion 
of alcohol served to him in his daily ration, 
im the form of the wine of his country, and 
he will not be able to obtain it elsewhere. 
This decision has not been reached by the 
French military authorities without opposi- 
tion, or.without discussion. France has Wer 
prohibitionists, like other countries, and 
there has been strong public opinion, espe- 
cially at the outset of the war, against the 
use of spirits, like brandy or absinthes. But 
the French public, says a writer in the New 
York Sun, discriminates between drinks of 
high alcoholic content and light wines, and 
even a noted French prohibitionist has ap- 
proved this view. The final result has been the 
unanimous indorsement of the wine ration 
by the army medical authorities. The Sun 
writer quotes, as his principal authority, 
the Journal de Medicine (Bordeaux,) in 
whose columns the decision has recently 
been published. It says: 

“There has been a lengthy discussion of 
the pros and cons. Leaders of opinion in 
France have felt that there is a pressing 
need for a stronger state hand in regard to 
liquor. But the agitation has been rather 
an impartial one. No sensible Frenchman 
makes the mistake of confounding good 
wines of the country with strong spirits, like 
absinthe or brandy.” . 

If a pedestrian stops at a peasant’s house 
in Southern Burope and asks for a drink 
he probably will be given not water, but 
wine. Yet drunkards are as rare there as 
they are common in America. 


Tobacco in the Trenches.

Cigars, or even pipes, are better. | would 
certainly not supply tobacco, under normal 
conditions, to those who have not been ac- 
customed to it. Conditions in the trenches 
are altogether abnormal. To attempt to de- 
prive men of tobacco, under such conditions, 
is exceedingly and unnecessarily cruel. 

I would like to see some of these objectors 


shut up for twenty-four hours, in a muddy | 


hole, with the overripe corpses of a German 
anda horse on either side, and a few whiffs 
of poison gas thrown in occasionally by way 
of good measure, while the air above was 
ceaselessly torn by explosions of heavy 
shells. If they did not, under these circum- 
stances, call for some stronger poison than 
nicotine, I should be surprised. 

Also, I am amazed that people who are 
alarmed lest the soldiers should be poisoned 
by tobacco, ignore, or even indorse the far 
more serious poisoning of their blood with 
diseased animal matter, in the shape of 
serums.

That is to 
say, every married man should be encour 
aged to have a mistress, the offspring to 
take the mother’s name, and be cared for by 
the state, if the mother cannot, or will not, 
assume the responsibility. 

It is my opinion that every woman, in an 
autocratic country, should refuse to bear 
children, legal or otherwise, until the world 
is made safe for democracy.
